I cannot begin to understand how young 
people who allege to be sensitive to the 
rights of others can engage in this kind of 
behavior on a mixed residential street 
without any apparent thought to the 
harm they are doing to their fellow 
residents.

Scotting Oberlin | 


George Kimball’s article (Phoenix, 
Feb. 12) was too quick to portray Jack 
Scott — the deposed Oberlin athletic 
director — as a martyred anti- 
establishment figure. A few items of 
information might balance the picture 
somewhat: 

1) For all his rhetoric about 
democratizing athletics’ Scott was 
appointed athletic director over a 
reported 12-1 vote of the physical 
education department opposing his 
appointment (apparently due largely to 
the efforts of reformist President Fuller). 


Jack Scott: Martyr? 


Within two years, the only department 
member who had not left or announced 
his departure was the one who had 
supported Scott’s appointment. There is 
something alarmingly autocratic about 
these events. 

2) Despite his attacks on 
commercialism in sports, Scott and his 
newly assembled department have 
reportedly stepped up recruiting in both 
basketball and football — to go along 
with Oberlin’s impressive new athletic 
facility. In this case, Oberlin’s tradition 
of de-emphasizing interscholastic sports 
and stressing participatory intramural 
activities is closer to my (and presumably 
Kimball’s?) sentiments. While Scott’s 
arrival did signal the departure of a 
number of older, politically conservative 
department members, who nonetheless 
were primarily teachers instead of 
superjocks, it also marked the beginning 
of an effort to put Oberlin on the football 
and basketball maps. 

Lessons may be drawn from the 
Oberlin situation — in addition to one 
stressing the importance of thorough 
reporting. For one, anti-establishment 
(or Movement) politics is a lot more than 
rhetoric. Just as critics should not base 
their judgements on Movement rhetoric, 
sympathizers should follow suit and 
should be on guard against hypocrisy. In 
addition, those making efforts to liberate 
political attitudes (be they the hangups 


- stressing participatory 


of conservative coaches) should account 
for their methods and the personal costs 


involved.

George Kimball replies: In a brief 
attempt to balance Mr. Morgan’s picture 
somewhat, I would submit: 

(1) Obviously the reactionaries 
comprising the pre-Scott physical 
education at Oberlin were vehemently 
opposed to his appointment. He was 
hired, in point of fact, with the expressed 
hope of overturning the antedeluvian 
practices these very men had 
promulgated — at Oberlin, yes, and at 
virtually every other collegiate 
institution in the country. The situation 
is somewhat akin to asking Richard 
Nixon’s cabinet to approve the 
appointment of George McGovern as 
interim president after the resignation of 
El Jefe. And, equally to the point about 
“within two years the only department 
member who had not left or announced 
his departure was the one who had 
supported Scott’s appointment” — how 
many Nixon appointees would be 
hanging around after two years of a 
McGovern administration. 

(2) Jack Scott and his newly assembled 
department d:d «step up recruiting — not 
merely in the athletic department, but 
throughout the entire college. Not to beef 
up the football and basketball teams, as 
Mr. Morgan alleges, but to recruit 
qualified minority students in all areas of 
the college. (True, a corollary benefit 
may have been in the improvement of the 
“major sports” — a term which Scott, 
incidentally, rejects, holding that all 
athletics at Oberlin were and should be 
on an equal footing.) The “impressive 
new athletic facility” is impressive 
indeed; I visited it last spring, and it is 
among the finest in the country. It was all 
there well before Jack Scott arrived at 
Oberlin. 

“Oberlin’s tradition of de-emphasizing 
interscholastic (one presumes that Mr. 
Morgan means intercollegiate) sports and 
intramural 
sports?”’ Come off it! Among Scott’s 
initial actions at Oberlin were (a) 
abolishing admission to all Oberlin 
athletic events — including football and 
basketball games — with a resultant 
increase in attendance, and (b) 
abolishing the traditional Physical 
Education requirement. Mr. Morgan 
might be interested to know that during 
the very first semester of this practice, 
not only was there a marked upswing in 
intramural participation, but the 
enrollment in classes offered by the 
Physical Education Department 
doubled. 

In short, I find Mr. Morgan’s objections 
specious, ill-informed, and rather 
offensive. He appears to be telling me in 
the interest of “thorough reporting” that 
I am supposed to simultaneously lament 
the matriculation of a dozen or so ghetto 
kids to Oberlin — who might well have 
been otherwise denied a college education 
— and denounce the departure — 
admittedly under a subtle variety of 
pressure — of some execrable red-neck of 
a line coach as “‘alarmingly autocratic.”’ 
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The SLA: Unity Through Violent Action?

From Mu, a lost land of 
legends, they march on America 
(or at least San Francisco) — the 
Symbionese Liberation Army, 
probably not more than a dozen 
“soldiers,” and among these at 
least one Field Marshal and one 
General. They choose as their 
symbol the seven-headed cobra, 
the Naga of Lemuria: in fact 
they rip out a page of Colonel 
James Churchward’s book The 
Sacred Symbols of Mu and 
reprint it for their pamphlets. 

Roots so strange are only one 
of the confusing aspects of this 
new terrorist group uncovered in 
a two-week investigation, but 
here, in the bewildering thickets 
of the mysticism so dear to 
many Californians the logic of 
the SLA is surprisingly clear. 

Churchward’s three books on 
Mu, often racked beside 
Tolkien’s Lord of the Rings 
Trilogy in paperback book stores 
is a legend of an early land, a 
continent lost to the world 
centuries before Atlantis was 
born; he writes in dry, 
anthropology through the sacred 
legends a vision of creation 
roughly based upon Brahmidic 
legends of India. Brahmic 
mysticism divides earthly 
evolution into seven racial 
epochs; it is only in the third, 
the Lemurian Epoch, that man 
took physical form. It was the 
age according to the myth, in 
which the Negroid race reached 
its cultural zenith. (The fourth 
epoch, the age of Atlantis, saw 
the mongoloid Asian races at 
their zenith. We’re now in the 
fifth epoch, and have been for 
centuries, the age of Europe, 
with the Caucasian race rising to 
its apex and the inevitable fall. 
The sixth epoch will see a hybrid 
— tawny skinned blonds ruling 
the world from the Pacific basin 
area. The seventh epoch, a long 
long way off, will find man only 
in spirit, invisible.) 

An SLA leaflet explains that 
the Naga, the ancient symbol for 
god and life, was chosen as their 
emblem to signify the strength 
of the oppressed united, 
“because our forces are from 
every walk of life, every religion 
and from every race .. .”’ In fact, 
according to well informed 
sources, the SLA actually 
<onsists of primarily middle- 
class whites in their late 
twenties led by a charismatic 
black escaped convict, Donald 
David De Freeze, ‘‘General Field 
Marshal Cinque.” 

A General Field Marshal, 
another General (a woman), and 
perhaps another ten “‘soldiers’’! 
An Army! There is little that is 
of normal scale in all this furor, 
not in the SLA itself, not in any 
of the events that have 
transpired since the 
‘“‘Symbionese Federation’”’ 
declared war on the fascist 
corporate-military-capitalist 
state, and certainly not in the 
enormous media happening that 
all this has become, a media 
event uniquely manipulated by 
the SLA itself. 

The Symbionese Liberation 
Army is now holding captive 
nineteen-year-old Patricia 
Hearst, daughter of conservative 
media czar Randolph A. Hearst, 
chairman of the corporation that 
owns the Herald American and 
the nationwide Hearst chain of 
newspapers, magazines and 
broadcast stations, and Mrs. 
Randolph Hearst, a member of 
the conservative Board of 
Regents for the multi-campus 
University of California. 

Patricia Hearst was 
kidnapped by two black men 
and a white woman Feb. 4 from 
the apartment she shared with 
her lover in the student section 


of Berkeley, the site of the 


enormous U.C. Berkeley campus 
and a city adjacent to San 
Francisco. 


the SLA took Patricia Hearst 
‘prisoner of war” because of the 
“crimes” of her parents, the 
series of communiques from the 
SLA, fulsome yet widely 
published in full at the request 
of Hearst, have set off a historic 
and bizarre series of ‘“‘pre- 
negotiation” negotiations and 
‘“‘pre-ransom” ransoms. The 
SLA asked not for money, but 
for a “gesture of good faith” 
from Hearst — the distribution 
of millions of dollars of groceries 
to the poor — before 
negotiations can begin for the 
release of his daughter. The SLA 
trapped much of the left, 
catching it from an unexpected 
angle and forcing a number of 
organizations to become 
involved almost against their 
will, when they named a dozen 
local left groups and asked them 
to oversee the distribution of 
food. 


Now, after several nearly- 
aborted efforts to distribute 
food, a process that has been 
clumsy and irritating to those 
receiving food, those 
distributing it, the Hearsts and 
the SLA, time is stretching out 
and the bumbling of both the 
demands for food and the 
distribution has increased the 
tension. On all sides the 
pressures seem to be becoming 
more focused, like sunlight 
through a magnifying glass. And 
under all that focused pressure 
is nineteen-year-old Patricia, 
nearing the end of her second 
month in captivity, undeniably 
(if one is to take her messages on 
the SLA tape recording for her 
thoughts) angry and upset at the 
delays. The pressure increases 
daily on Patricia, on the SLA 
(whose resources are apparently 
limited and must be getting 
scarce), and the pressure is 
increasing on the Hearst family, 
who at the moment have to 
come up with something that 
will convince the SLA that the 
funds the family has available 
are much more limited than 
either the SLA or Patricia 
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Hearst thought them to be 
(Hearst has said he cannot 
personally meet the new 
demand for $4 million more) or 
get the money from somewhere. 
And Hearst at the same time, 
must keep his unique control 
over the FBI, which as Patricia 
Hearst has stated repeatedly 


and with increased bitterness, is 


not noted for restrained tactics 
that place the security of the 
hostage all that far above the 
apprehension of the 


fiance Steven Weed. 


kidnappers. (*‘Normai proce- 
dure”’ for the FBI would indicate 
the necessity of ‘‘going in to get 
her.” But after such a long time 
has passed it would seem 
reasonable to expect the 
kidnappers to kill rather than 
free her.) But this is a unique 
event, an American political 
kidnapping, thus far with no 
money ransomed. There are no 
FBI precedents. 

Hearst now feels, according to 
a very close advisor that ‘time is 
of the essence.” The later it gets, 
the more (Hearst’s) chances 
decrease to convince the 
authorities to consider this case 
exceptional, making 
‘“‘exceptional provisions 
possible.’’ In his next message to 
the SLA, Hearst will reportedly 
call for “concise concrete and 
feasible suggestions now” on the 
food distribution program and 
particularly on the future 
exchange of his daughter for 
“other considerations.” 

The word from inside the 
luxurious 22 room Hearst 
mansion, then is that while they 
were shocked by the wording of 
Patricia’s angry statement that 
she would be given a shot gun 
and would use it to defend 
herself from the FBI should they 
attack the hideout, the family, 
even Hearst, perhaps 
remembering the FBI’S 
handling of airline highjackers 
with hostages, is worried about 
the same thing. 


The Symbionese Liberation 
Army takes its name from the 
word Symbios meaning a union 
between two or more dissimilar 


- organisms that harms neither 


and benefits both. 

The SLA has its roots in the 
maelstrom of the radical 
movement around the San 
Francisco Bay area, an area 
where the problems, the 
contradictions, and the naive 
tendencies of American adhoc 
radicalism seem often over the 
past decade to have found their 
most blatant expression. 

The left in this area is 
generally more violent, sectarian 
and fratricidal, and more 
rhetorically and overtly 
committed to an idealogy of 
violent revolution. Among 


dominant groups of Bay Area 
activists, the word “progressive” 
seems reserved for Marxists- 
Leninists. And beyond that, 
trends get pushed to extremes, 
personal politics are 
extrapolated to the extreme and 
rigidified. Among radicals, 
everyone has guns; M-1’s, M- 
16’s, carbines; combat guns. 
Here the analysis that all prison 
inmates are “political prisoners”’ 
has long held dominance — the 
heritage of George Jackson, the 
Panthers, Attica and the 
political movements ‘“‘inside the 
walls.”” Here the idealogical 
claim that the Third World 
oppressed races will lead us all 
to the Revolution has been 
debased in organizations which 
systematically and mechan- 
istically elevate blacks and 
chicanos into leadership, 
sometimes on little more than 
their skin color; here the 
Maoists rhetorical twist to 
Lenin’s Marxism — essentially 


’ the belief that the voice of the 


revolutionary is the bark of a 
gun and that armed struggle is 
the only legitimate act of 
political selfdefinition — was 
ripped from its cultural 
moorings, out of context, and 
transplanted without roots in 
hundreds of young bourgeois ex- 
New Left cadres. 

Largely it was rhetoric — 
actions were more measured — 
but the simplistic interpretation 
of the rhetoric gained currency. 
It was inevitable that something 
like the SLA would cash in on 
the vacuum of leadership on 
the Left; the disarray as each 
movement’ character- 
assassinated their leadership 
with star-trip slander; the white 
guilt; and the profusion of 
rhetoric that would seem to 
justify terrorism that would 
‘lead the masses.” 

Revolution Now! Seize the 
Time! Now! Venceremos, a 
“Maoist” largely white group 
centered south of San Francisco 
that “implanted” itself with 
third world leadership, was a 
dominant voice in local left 
politics over the past couple of 
years until it disbanded itself in 
September, in crisis and 
despairing of its fundamental 
tenets. It defined the extreme 
until the SLA came along; the 
Venceremos button showed a 
rifle and the legend “Pick Up 
the Gun.” Mao said the masses 
and only the masses can make’ 
the revolution, but with the sort 
of blind parochialism common 
to places like Boston and San 
Francisco — and many places 
where there is a consciousness of 
oppressed Third Worlders that 
leftists with a common 
arrogance often assume they can 
speak for — many leftists have 
toyed with the idea that they 
were the masses, the spearhead 
of the Revolution’s rage. 

The SLA went public with 
their “‘execution”’ of Marcus 
Foster, the first black school 
superintendent in Oakland, a 
heavily black city adjacent to 
both San Francisco and 
Berkeley. 

At about 7 p.m. on November 
6, 1973, Foster and his chief aid 
Robert Blackburn emerged from 
the school district’s 
administration building after a 
meeting with the Board of 
Education. As they reached 
Blackburn’s car in a small, 
dimly lit parking lot, Blackburn 
was hit with two shotgun blasts, 
Foster fell beside him with seven 
bullets in the back and one in 
the abdomen. The bullets that 
hit Foster had been drilled in the 
tip and packed with potassium 
cyanide. Three persons dressed 
in blue knit caps, dark pants 
and each with a denim jacket 
with some sort of white patch 


-over the breast were seen 


running from the scene. The

BOLSHOI BANNED 
IN BOSTON 


The plight of Russian dancers 
Valery and Galina Panov has 
reached protest proportions in 
Boston. Reacting to the 
harassment of the Panovs by the 
Soviet government, which has 
denied their request to emigrate 
to Israel, Ben Sack formally 
closed Sack Theatres’ Music 
Hall to the Bolshoi Ballet, 
scheduled to appear there next 
August. 

Sack sent a wire to Walter 
Pierce, Director of the B.U. 
Celebrity Series, claiming “‘No 
detente with detention,’ 
informing him that the Bolshoi 
would be barred from 
performing at the Music Hall 
‘*so long as the Soviet 
authorities persist in their 
continual harrassment and 
repression of Valery and Galina 
Panov and untold numbers of 
other gifted artists.” 

The Bolshoi had appeared at 
the Music Hall in August 1973 
for two sell-out performances 
and were scheduled by Pierce to 
perform in the Boston theatre on 
August 13, 14, and 15 as the first 
stop on its 1974 American tour. 

Pierce viewed Sack’s action as 
premature, suggesting that the 
Panov question would probably 
be settled by Soviet authorities 
within the next month. Pierce 
plans to present the Bolshoi in 
another Boston theatre, possibly 
Hynes Auditorium, if the 
Panovs are not released and the 
Music Hall theatre denied to 
Soviet performers. 

Dr. Kenneth Kessler, 
Chairman of the Committee for 
Valery and Galina Panov, hopes 
that the other American cities 
where the Bolshoi is scheduled 
to appear will follow Sack’s 
example and ban the Soviet 
Ballet from their theatres in 
sympathy with the Boston 
Panov protest. For the full story 
of the Panov’s fight to leave 
Russia, see Kessler’s article in 
the March 12 Phoenix. 


POPPY CROP LEGALIZED 


The government of Turkey 
which banned the growing of 
opium in Turkey 13 months ago, 
has announced that the crop will 
be legalized once again. 

Turkey’s opium ban was 
instituted after the United 
States government had 
complained that the Turkish 
crop was a prime source of the 
heroin reaching American 
streets. 

Turkish officials, however, 
found that outlawing opium 
merely drove many farmers into 
bankruptcy when attempts to 
teach them to grow other crops 
instead failed. 

The U.S. government filed a 
formal complaint with the 
Turkish government last week 
over the change in policy, but

would ignore the complaint and 
will lift the opium ban. 


EX-BU STUDENT JAILED 


A former Boston University 
student began serving an 18- 
month prison sentence last week 
after the Connecticut Supreme 
Court upheld his conviction on 
charges stemming from his role 
in 1970 campus demonstrations 
at the University of 
Connecticut. 

James Sober, a 1972 BU 
graduate and a former 
Connecticut SDS regional 
organizer, began an 18-month 
state prison sentence after the 
court rejected appeals of his 
conviction on two counts of 
breaking and entering and 
inciting to violence during an 
April, 1970, takeover of the 
university administration 
building during anti-ROTC 
demonstrations. 

At the conclusion of his prison 
term, Sober will return to school 
in Boston. He’s been accepted 
by the Northeastern Law 
School. 


SQUATTERS EVICTED 


The counter-culture retreat 
from campus to the country 
seemed to signal an end to 
armed confrontation between 
youth and government, but that 
was hardly the case two weeks 
ago when federal marshals 
descended on government lands 
along the Delaware River in 
Pennsylvania and evicted a 
group of squatters involved in an

agricultural commune. The land 


near Stroudsberg, Pa., is the site 
of the proposed three-state 
Tocks Island Recreation Area, 
long-delayed since federal land- 
taking six years ago because of 
environmental objections. The 
squatters had put together a 
community in farmhouses still 
standing but abandoned since 
the government purchase. The 
homes were bulldozed by the 
federal marshals, whose actions 
ended a long legal battle. The 
Environmental Action Bulletin 
reports that a citizen support 
committee for the squatters — 
and the concept of a self- 
sufficient agrarian community 
on federal lands — has been 
formed by the squatters’ 
parents. 


HOUSING COMPLAINTS 


The Massachusetts Supreme 
Judicial Court upheld a Boston 
Housing Court decision last 
week and, in the process, added 
an important new weapon to the 
arsenal of neighborhood 
organizations proliferating 
around Boston. 

In an opinion by Justice 
Robert Braucher, the SJC ruled 
that you don’t have to live in a 
building to complain legally 
about sanitary code violations 
you might see. The case stems 
from a complaint brought by the 
Neighborhood Association of the 
Back Bay against a 
Commonwealth Avenue 
landlord who had failed to keep 
ground around his apartments 
free of garbage and litter. The

conditions violated the state 
sanitary code. Previous to this 
landmark case, only an 
individual directly affected by 
such code violations could bring 
suit — and many were deterred 
by fear of eviction or rent hikes. 
In theory, the SJC decision 
allows any concerned citizen or 
group to take legal steps for 
neighborhood improvement by 
asking enforcement of sanitary 
and building codes. The 
implications would seem to be 
strongest outside the relatively 
pristine Back Bay. 


BROOKLINE DECIDES 


What must be the most 
politically active citizenry in the 
state will thrash out its 
differences in the Brookline 
High School Auditorium for 
three days this week, beginning 
on Tuesday. The 252-member 
Brookline Town Meeting will 
there perform in what promises 
to be the customary drawn-out 
democracy. Among major issues 
expected to occupy debate is a 
proposal for town-sponsored low- 
interest loans to homeonwers in 
run-down neighborhoods. If 
passed those warrants (as a town 
meeting proposal is known) 
would put Brookline in the 
vanguard of communities filling 


the vacuum left by the Nixon - 


Administration’s freeze on 
heusing funds. Other warrants 
slated for debate include a 
proposal for a major new park on 
the site of a privately-owned 
Hall’s Pond in North Brookline 
near the Boston border.

Where Was Everybody on St. Patrick’s Day?

morning to find our way to Royal 
Bolling’s party. ‘‘Roxbury’s 
Salute to St. Patrick’s Day,” as 
Bolling called it, should be easy 
to find, we reasoned. After all, 
the Prince Hall Grand Lodge, 
A.F. & M., was located at 18 
Washington Street. All we had 
to do was follow Washington 
Street, right? 

Wrong. We three 
representatives of two 
publications with the word 
‘‘Boston’’ in their names, 
accustomed as we were to 
commenting knowledgeably on 
the pitiable state of the city, 
found ourselves in Dedham 
before we figured out that 
something had gone wrong.

the affair had to offer.

miraculously, got a laugh from 
the largely black audience) 
Chester Atkins, the liberal State 
Senator from Acton, rounded 
out the legislative delegation. 


Undependable Friends 


It was obvious that Bolling’s - 
friends had let him down. 
Bolling did not get to be 
Assitant Majority Leader of the 
House without acquiring a lot of 
friends along the way, but 
political friends are the least 
dependable in the wrold, 
especially when they smell 
controversy. The only 
controversial figure at the 
Bolling head table was Jeremiah 
Sullivan, the Police 
Superintendent who is locked in 
combat with Commissioner 
Robert diGrazia; Sullivan’s 
presence in a place of honor 
could be read as a message to 
Headquarters that he had some 
friends in politics. 

If the politicians hadn’t shown 
up at Bolling’s party, we 
reasoned, they must all be in 
South Boston, so we hied

Rushing is the prime 
mover behind the amending of 
historic Boston tours to include 
reminders of one of the oldest 
free black communities in the 
country. 

Rushing is curator of the 
Museum of Afro-American 
History, one of only two 
privately-supported institutions 
of its kind in the nation. Due for 
an official grand opening in 
April at its permanent home in 
Beacon Hill’s African Meeting 
House, (oldest black church 
standing in the U.S.), the

A Nine-Stop Tour on Boston’s Black Freedom Trail 


Museum currently offers guides 
and guided tours around 
downtown landmarks of black 
Boston. 

The black freedom trail isn’t 
as official as its namesake. ‘“‘We 
don’t have a black line people 
can follow,” says Rushing. At 
the Museum’s temporary 
headquarters at 74 Joy St., 
Beacon Hill, you can, however, 
get a map to the nine-stop trail 
around Beacon Hill, downtown 
and the North End (site of 


Boston’s first black 
community). 
Notable points include: 


African Meeting House, 
Smith Court, Beacon Hill: Built 
in the early 1800’s to serve some 
1800 freed blacks, the meeting 
house is on the national register 
of historic places and received 
$20,000 in federal funds for the 
renovation to be completed in 
the spring. 


Lewis Hayden House, 
Pinckney St., Beacon Hill: A 
major underground railway 
station, this house was in the 
heart of the black community 
when it was housed on Beacon 
Hill’s north slope in the 19th 
century. 

Abiel Smith School, Phillips 
St., Beacon Hill: First school for 
blacks in Boston. Education was 
segregated then as now. 

The April opening of 
Museum’s permanent home at 
the African Meeting House 
promises more extra-official 
Boston history. Rushing hopes 
to develop tours in other parts of 
the city and to restore homes in 
different places that have been 
black communities. 

“Most museums show people 
what it was like to be rich,” he 
says. “‘We’d like people to see 
how poor folk lived.”

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Attica Trial Nears 
With 6000 Witnesses 


By Connie Paige 


BUFFALO, NEW YORK — the 
spontaneous uprising at Attica State 
Prison, the prisoners’ demands, the 
fruitless negotiations, Rockefeller’s 
refusal to visit, the state police assault, 
the 43 deaths. It’s history now. 

What’s left, aside from the McKay 
Commission report excoriating the 
correctional system and much of New 
York State officialdom, is a scattering of 
fifty or so leftist lawyers, a handful of 
political support projects in key cities, 
an understaffed legal defense team in 
Buffalo and 60 indicted Attica Brothers, 
(as they call themselves) facing 60,000 
years collectively for crimes allegedly 


Attica State Prison 


Their trials, expected to come up next 
fall and to last maybe as long as six years, 
will present the greatest array of evidence 
in legal history, with some 4000 witness 
and their likely contradictory accounts of 
the four days in September two and a half 
years ago. The whole defense is further 


preventing unaccused prisoners from 
giving testimony for fear of indictment; a 
recalcitrant prosecution stalling on giving 
over crucial discovery; a host of lesser and 
greater political figures using the 
indictments for their own gain; a vast 
expenditure of money on the part of the 
state of New York and a complementary 
dearth of resources on the part of the 
defense; alleged harassment and isolation 
of the imprisoned defendants, making 
preparation of their cases near 
impossible; and an as yet undefinable 
jury to be picked from the decaying 
industrial backwater that is Buffalo and 
its rural Erie County environs. 

This week, the process by which that 
jury is selected is going to come under 
scrutiny. After an exhaustive six-month 
study of official files and a 
supplementary phone survey, the Attica 
Defense Committee has discovered that 
the Erie County jury pool from which 
jurors are chosen has a gross 
underrepresentation of women, young 
people and blacks. 

If the defense succeeds in its challenge, 
it will have major implications for the 
upcoming trials. In Buffalo, as in any 
major city, a jury that excludes blacks, 
students, women and the poor could not 
possibly render a fair verdict on mostly 
black defendants who have the lingering 
(though undeserved) reputation of 
having slit the throats of hostages taken 
during the rebellion, and who have been 


and sodomy. 


It’s St. Patrick’s Day in Buffalo, grey 
as usual, a fine snow falling, a wind off 
the Lake whipping the flags in the annual 
parade. A phalanx of little black girls 
sparsely dressed in skirts, vests and green 
tights, turns the corner from Allen to 
Main Street — the Tetcla’s Marching 
Corps from Niagara Falls, N.Y. They 
pass Lux’s Lounge, where a clutch of 
shivering white middle-aged men 
watches their progress and then filters 
inside for a bracer. There are more bars 
per mile of main street in this city, the 
citizens say, than in any other city in the 
Northeast. 


complicated by a grand jury still sitting, | 


charged with kidnap, murder, assault 


Inside, under green paper caps, 
Buffalonians are saluting the Old 
Country in song. Not a black in sight. 
One Puerto Rican with an American and 
a Puerto Rican flag sewn side by side on 
the back of his tweed cap leans alone on 
the cigarette machine. A squat man with 
short hair and silver sideburns is sitting 
at the end of the polished bar. He’s a 70- 
year-old retired businessman; once the 
owner of a fleet of trucks. He remembers 
Attica, couldn’t forget it. He refuses to 
give his name. 

“It seems to me the prisoners’ demands 
were unjustified,” he says. “I don’t think 
prisoners who’ve been convicted of crimes 
such as they have have any right 
whatsoever to demand anything. It’s 
hard for me to believe it’s the troopers’ 
fault, because the state police — they’ve 
a very well-trained group of men. A lot of 
innocent men were only doing their duty 
were taken hostage and murdered by 
those prisoners. I have no compassion for 
the prisoners. Now they’re talking about 
leniency for those people who created this 
thing. This is something I think is a farce. 
All my friends — my lodge brothers — 
always have been law-abiding citizens. 
They can’t see why a thing like this 
should be sanctioned.” 

This man lives in a neighborhood on 
the East side that once was white and 
now has blacks moving in. He professes 
not to resent the influx. “They got 
families. They gotta move somewhere. 
We had a thing in the local papers with 
pictures and interviews about how black 
people are improving their property. I 
liked reading that. Many of my friends 
who are colored, they’re ladies and 
gentlemen. They frown upon all this 
other thing.” 

He says there hasn’t been too much 
racial trouble in Buffalo, and to a certain 
extent it’s true. The city had its race riot 
in ’68 with some minor property damage. 
After that, aside from Attica and 
attendant demonstrations in support of 
the prisoners, sights turned more towards 
tension between the establishment and 
the student population at the ever more 
sprawling Buffalo branch of the state 
university. In 1969, students were 
sprayed with buckshot in two widely 
reported confrontations and since then, 
the local sheriff, Mike Amico, has made 
his name on drug raids. 

Perhaps the relatively high degree of 
amity between the races stems from the 
fact that blacks and whites alike depend 
for work on the same few industries, the 
Bethlehem Steel and General Motors 
plants. Perhaps it’s that black groups, no 
matter what their private ideology, have 
concentrated on Alinsky-type industrial 
targetting rather than more militant 
activities. Perhaps it has to do with 
Buffalo’s radical heritage as a terminal 
on the underground railroad and more 
recently a jumpoff point to Canada for 
draft evaders. But more likely it’s that 
there simply aren’t as many blacks as in 
other like cities, and those there are 
largely unorganized. 

While demographic patterns are 
changing, still Buffalo has its rigidly 
defined black neighborhoods. One is the 
Fruit Belt just south of Municipal 
Stadium, so-called for its grid of sweetly 
named streets: Lemon, Orange, Peach, 
Grape and Cherry. The Fruit Belt, 
according to longtime residents, not so 
long ago was pleasant enough and 
trimmed, but now predictably has its 
share of two deckers for sale, broken glass 
in the streets, frowsy yards and boarded 
storefronts. 

Down the street from the Refuge 
Temple of Chirst is the Brown family bar. 
It’s a black bar and nobody inside is 
wearing green. Chief proprietor is Walter 
Brown, 33-year-old native of Buffalo, 
owner of two other stores on the same 
block. Brown is concerned about crime in 
the streets. He’s black and his brother is 
married to a white girl. He, too, 
remembers Attica well. 

“It was a disgusting thing, human 
beings acting like that when there were so 
many alternatives they could’ve took,” 
he says. ‘‘I’m not saying nobody 
should’ve gotten killed, but certainly the 
officials could’ve handled it better. 
Rockefeller — he’s the governor of 
everybody who’s in the state, whether 
they be locked up or not. He could’ve

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Springing Leak the Police Department

“TOP POLICE AIM COUP 
AT diGRAZIA,” the banner 
headline in the Herald 
American told the world last 
Monday. “‘High-echelon officers 
in the Boston Police 
Department are conspiring to 
bring about the removal of 
Police Comr. Robert J. diGrazia 
in a departmental coup, it has 
been learned,’’ began the 
Column Five story. Visions of 
banana republics, presidential 
palaces under siege and cigar- 
smoking colonels in dark glasses 
danced through the heads of 
Boston readers as they read that 
the ranking uniformed officers of 
the Boston police departments 
had been conspiring in secret, 
planning to use one of their 
number, Superintendent 
Jermiah P. Sullivan, as an 
unwitting tool in their bid to 
force Robert diGrazia out of 
office after 17 months as Police 
Commissioner of Boston. 

Could it be? Was it true? Was 
civil war in the offing, and would 
there be blood in the streets? 


(Dapper O’Neill always told us — 


there would be blood in the 
streets.) NO! screamed the 
Globe on Thursday, with a 
headline revealing that 
“REPORTS OF COUP BEING 
PLOTTED AGAINST 
diGRAZIA WERE PLANTED 
BY HIS AIDES.” So there, take 
that Hearst papers, enough of 
your tawdry sensationalism. 

If last week’s spate of police 
stories proved anything, it was 
the fact that leaksmanship is a 
game at which two can play, and 
that both sides in the current 
internecine squabble between 
Comr. diGrazia’s whiz kid staff 
and the seasoned veterans of the 
Boston Police Department know

a good leak when they see one. 

Was there a coup? No. Could 
there have been one? Of course 
not. The superintendents and 
other top ranking officers of the 
Boston Police department have 
no more right to remove their 
commissioner from office than 
the Mayor of Boston has to 
impeach the President. So 
what’s been going on here? 

It seems — and nobody is 
talking about this for 


publication — that the staff of 


the Commissioner’s office, the 
young whiz kids like Gary 
Hayes, Phillip Marks, Mark 
Furstenberg and Steve 
Dunleavy, decided sometime 
last week to try their hands at 
the grand old art of leaking to 
the press. Distressed by the 
phenomenal success that the 
senior uniformed officers have 


had in leaxing their side of the 
story to the Globe, the 
commissioner’s button down 
brigade decided to leak their 
side to the Herald American. 
Certainly, they have been taking 
a beating on the Globe’s 
coverage of their work, ever 
since Globe columnist Dave 
Farrell wrote the hilarious story 
of Dunleavy’s Junior G-Man 
exploits. (In case you missed it, | 
it seemed that Dunleavy, who is 
supposed to be a P.R. man for 
the department, had been 
running around town in an 
unmarked police car, listening 
in on calls, hurrying to the 
scenes of police actions and 
making a nuisance of himself, 
and generally irking a number of 
men on the force who would like 
to do their job without the 
assistance of a Record-American 


retread carrying on like J. Edgar 
Hoover.) 

Two weeks ago, Farrell did it 
again, telling the story of a 
command meeting in which 
Sullivan, perhaps the most 
honest cop who ever rose 
through the B.P.D. from the 
bottom up, told diGrazia flat 
out what he and the other 
uniformed men think of his 
youngsters meddling in their 
work. 


Now these meetings 


specifically designed for the 
letting off of steam, and are 
supposed to be kept quiet. 
Somebody, not Sullivan but 
presumably a high-ranking 
uniformed officer, leaked the 
story to Farrell, who ran it in his 
column, causing a Rube 
Goldberg reaction at Police 
Headquarters. Apparently in 
reaction to the Farrell piece, one 
or more of the Commissioner’s 
youngsters seems to have 
informed the Herald that a 
group of senior officers was 
planning a coup. The Herald, 
never pausing to reflect on the 
fact that a coup against the 
Police Commissioner would be 
technically impossible, ran the 
story on Page 1, thus achieving 
the desired effect of creating 
public sympathy for the harried 
Police Commissioner, and in 
turn forcing the Mayor’s office 
to release the results of a private 
poll showing that 71 percent of 
the people of Boston approve of 
diGrazia, thus placing the 
weight of City Hall foursquare 
behind the Commissioner. Score 
one for the whiz kids. 
Meanwhile, back on 
Morrissey Boulevard, Farrell 
was getting his side of the story 


from his friends in uniform, and

thus went into print with the 
fact that the earlier “coup” story 
— which he did not attribute to 
the Herald — had been 
manufactured by the 
Commissioner’s buddies. 


The result of all of this, 
beside revealing the fact that 
nobody at the B.P.D. gets along 
with anyone else — which was 
never a big secret — is to 
illustrate the classic example of 
the danger of playing the leaking 
game. By week’s end, it was 
obvious that both sides were 
playing the game, and that both 
papers had fallen for it. Neither 
paper was giving both sides of 
the story, and both seem to have 
fallen into the trap of putting 
too much reliance on a leak 
without checking out the facts 
with the other side.

E.U. Wurlitzer of Boston 
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The People’s Papers Taxing the IRS

Jerome Weisner wasn’t there 
and neither was John Kenneth 
Galbraith. George Wald 
appeared, though, and if 
Richard Nixon really stretches 
the point he can cite the 
Harvard biologist and Nobel 
Laureate’s example in his next 
defense of tax deductions for 
personal papers. 

Dr. Wald’s enthusiastic 
donation last Monday of the 
draft of his famous “Generation 
In Search of a Future” speech 
delivered five years ago, went to 
a rather unorthodox charitable 
institution. Ostensibly a U-Haul 
trailer in the heart of 
Government Center, it became, 
at the hands of the 
Massachusetts People’s 
Bicentennial Commission, the 
repository of the ‘‘Nixonian 
Institution of Tax-Deductible 
Documents.’’ The mobile 
archive drew contributions from 
dozens besides star patron 
Wald, all donating for the 
benefit — as one Bicentennialist 


put it — of “future scholars 
studying our terrible tax 
systems.” 


The occasion for it all, besides 
being the 197th anniversary of 
Evacuation Day (when the 
British were driven from 
Boston), was ‘“‘Give it to Nixxon 
Day’’, a well-attended 
rededication of the “taxation 
without representation is 
tyranny” slogan, wherein the 
People’s Bicentennial continued 
to meet a guerrilla theatre 
critic’s highest standards. 

On the heels of the alternative 
Bicentennialists’ Tea Party/Oil 
Party in December, the 300- 
strong taxpayers’ revolt was 
convincing and comic enough to 
keep the television cameras 
occupied for hours as the action 
shifted from Revolutionary-era 
Boston — Fanueil Hall — to the 
IRS office in Government 
Center. The Bicentennialists’ 
preparation rivaled 
Washington’s on Evacuation 
Day. A former Nader aide 
quoted chapter and verse of 
special interest tax laws (‘We 
call this section the Merrill law, 
for the stockbrokers it helps”’). 
Papier-mache Nixon and 
Kissinger figures performed, and 
the Nixonian Institute even 
handed out the receipts required 
by law for the donated 
memorabilia. ‘“‘The value of 
these papers has been appraised 
by an expert of unimpeachable 
reputation,” the receipt assured, 
before stating the Institute 
precept that “the papers of 
working people have as much 
value as those of presidents or oil 
executives . . . in the tradition of 
R. M. Nixon we expect the IRS 
will grant the contributor a 
deduction for the full value of 
these papers.” 

The donations were as 
inspired as Nixon’s $570,000 vice- 
presidential papers write-off 
itself. A Roxbury teacher asked 
$2000 for his last year’s lesson 
plans (‘“‘people will want to 
know what the Boston schools 
were like), a Harvard student 
asked $5000 for his term paper 
comparing Hitler and Chiang 
Kai-Shek, and a Somerville man 
asked an undetermined amount 
for the Boston phone book. “It’s 
not a phone book,” he objected. 
“It’s a list of Boston residents 
who share an unnecessary tax 
burden.” The papier-mache 
Nixon brought the IRS eighteen 
and a half minutes of tape, 
which informed sources 


indicated was the Grateful Dead . 


in concert recalling arrest. 

All were uniformly rejected by 
the IRS, which was almost as 
well-prepared as the 
Bicentennialists, both with a 
dozen General Services 
Administration armed guards 
and a special policy 
memorandum on “contribution 
of valuable papers”, dutifully 


handed to the dozens who 
jammed the taxpayers 
assistance counters. It was not 
that the IRS found the 
donations without value — the 
tax law changed since Mr. 
Nixon’s celebrated donation no 
longer permits the government 
to accept personal papers. Only 
a tax-deductible institution can 
do that. Outside, the Nixonian 
Institute seemed profoundly 
interested in the historical value 
of all. 

Comic overtones aside, the 
occasion was co-sponsored by 
the Roxbury War Tax 

which has diverted taxes 
withheld from the IRS to groups 
like the United Farmworkers. 
The Fund is offering free tax 
assistance from ‘‘Common 
Sense Tax Consultants’’ 
stationed at the Old Cambridge 
Baptist Church in Harvard 
Square. They offer advice on 
minimizing taxes through legal 
means as well as advice on 
outright tax refusal. 

Would Common Sense advise 
clients to take deductions for 
donations to the Nixonian 
Institute? “Why not,” says one 
consultant. “We let the IRS 
worry about what’s legal.”

promised them something and 
didn’t even have to give them 
anything. They ain’t giving 
them much now anyway. There 
are a few more innovations, but 
not that much good can come 
out of the Corrections 
Department. No doubt 
corrections has failed in the 
United States because they 
know it’s like one hundred years 
of turning your head the other 
way.” 

Brown belongs to no political 
organizations, only a black 
businessmen’s association. Still, 
he would like to see more of a 
sense of community among 
blacks, and specifically around 
Attica. “‘Everyone’s so self- 
centered, so concerned about his 
own affairs. As long as it doesn’t 
brush his own doorway, he’s 
satisfied. I would like to see 
more residents partake in a 
general movement because it 
would mean so much.” 

Maybe he feels that way 
because he’s a former junkie now 
on methadone who spent five 


years of his life chasing dope, 

because his wife’s in the same 
state rehabilitation program and 
because his uncle just got out of 
Attica after 15 years in jail. 


It’s All in the System 


Each side has its conventional 
wisdom, the white anonymous 
truck owner believing 
profoundly in the American 
judicial system and the innate 
correctness of authority; the 
black bar owner sympathizing 
with the underdog’s right to 
rebel. The difference between 
them is that the white is about 
ninety percent more likely to 
end up on the Attica jury than 
the black. That difference 
means that the Attica 
defendants are that much less 
likely to get a fair trial than if 
they were judged by a jury of 
their peers. 

While the Attica Defense 
Committee can in no way insure 
such justice by challenging the 
jury selection process, it has 
other means at its disposal. Just 
as important — perhaps more so 
— is a broad sociological survey 
along the lines developed by 
former City College of New York 
professor Jay Schulman and 
others for the Harrisburg trial in 


1972. Subsequently perfected in 
several major political trials 
after the Berrigans and their co- 
defendants were acquitted — 
notably the Camden 28, 
Gainesville, Elisberg, Wounded 
Knee and Rap Brown cases — 
the Schulman system provides a 
method for rating the fairness of 
prospective jurors by correlating 
area-wide attitudes with 
individuals’ educational and 
religious backgrounds, trust in 
government, tolerance for 
protest, contact with the media 
and other key variables. 

It has been so widely touted 
that Schulman has been wooed 
by some strange bedfellows, 
among them Mafiosi charged 
with drug violations, a doctor 
accused of performing 
euthanasia, villagers suing a 
Buffalo Creek, West Virginia, 
strip mining company for 
flooding their homes and, most 
illustrious, Maurice Stans. 
Schulman refused to take the 
latter assignment because it 
rubbed his political fur the 
wrong way. His partner, Dick 
Christie — who asked the 
extraordinary fee of $500 for 
every day not in court and $1000 
a day for courtroom appearance 
to be paid directly to the 


Wounded Knee defense — 
eventually was rejected by John 
Mitchell. Apparently Mitchell 
wanted to be promised a 
favorable rather than the 
proffered fair jury, and, out of 
Stans’ ken, had already 
arranged his own jury profile 
project anyway. 

Schulman, in Buffalo briefly 
last week to help organize this 
week’s jury challenge, sees the 
Attica defense as being similar 
to Wounded Knee, and both as 
different from white radicals’ 
cases. For the obvious reasons. 
Instead of merely conservative 
political bias, the Defense 
Committee has to reckon as well 
with class, race and ethnic 
factors. And a chronic lack of 
funds. Schulman, like many of 
the other experts advising the 
Attica defense, is owed a goodly 
sum of money for the work he’s 
done so far, though he’s decided 
to write if off. “‘A lot of it has to 
do with the fact that the 
Berrigan-type case people and 
the Ellsberg people are well- 
organized. The vets are poorly 
organized and tend to get ripped 
off. It’s the same up here. I 
suppose that’s what you’d 
expect given the context from 
which these people emerge.” 


The far, far greater problem 
than hustling, though, is that 
contributions just don’t 
come in, particularly since with 
Attica, unlike other Third World 
trials, there is no star, no big 
name, no charisma. 

“The guilt simply doesn’t 
exist for Black America,” says 
Schulman. 

Without money — which may 
be forthcoming from the state, 
or may not — the necessary work 
on the jury project is going to be 
difficult, and, likewise, the 
necessary work on mounting the 
whole lengthy, tendious and 
expensive defense. As the 
defendants and their supporters 
too well know, in America you 
pays for what you gets. But then 
these are not the ordinary 
criminal defendants. They are 
banking on the fact that the 
extraordinary circumstances of 
the trial, its roots in the 
deplorable correctional system, 
its timing with respect to 
Watergate and the sheer 
scandal, as they see it, of 
Rockefeller and a bevy of local 
politicians using a massacre to 
enhance their political careers — 
that all that will draw in a jury 
anxious to acquit most if not all 
of the accused. 
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Now there are 
three great roses.

three were described as slight otf 
build, one possibly a woman. 
Witnesses said the three looked 
perhaps Chicano or Asian. 

The next day, a letter was 
delivered to radio station KPSA 
proclaiming that Foster had 
been executed with cyanide 
bullets by the Symbionese 
Liberation Army — specifically 
by the Western Regional Youth 
Unit — after being “convicted ” 
by the “Court of the People.” 
The SLA message claimed that 
Foster had supported a plan to 
put political police in the 
schools, institute various other 
security measures, and maintain 
a photo identity ID system for 
the students. The SLA Court 
had issued a “shoot on sight” 
order for Oakland school 
administrators which was to 
stay in effect “until such time as 
all political police are removed 
from our schools and all photos 
and other forms of identification 
are stopped.” 


The authorities had no idea 
where it was coming from. Police 
were investigating a neo-Nazi 
pamphlet distributed in the area 
in October warning that “there 
might be a shotgun blast into 
the guts of ‘mixmaster’ 
principals and_ superin- 
tendents.”’ The Oakland school 
system had been having a lot of 
problems with vandals and non- 
student intruders and there had 
been a proposal in October for 
bringing in the California 
Council on Criminal Justice to 
institute a stricter security 
system. The Oakland school 
administration now says that 
Foster reviewed the CCCJ plan 
and rejected it because he did 
not like some of the restrictive 
recommendations. The school 
administration also explained 


that the student ID system was 
set up with only one student 
photograph and that on the card 
carried by the student and none 
on file, and the system was 
instituted at the request of 
students, some of whom merely 
wanted the card to get student 
discounts. 

But Oakland took the “shoot 
on sight” threat very seriously. 
On October 27, the school 
system discontinued student ID 
cards until the “feelings of the 
students and parents can be 
reassessed.”” On October 30, 
another communique was 
received by the Oakland 
Tribune rescinding the “shoot 
on sight” order. “The Fascist 
Board of Education has made an 
attempt to heed and respect the 
rights and wishes of the people 
by stating that they will not 
continue to take part in crimes 
committed against the life of the 
people,” announced the SLA 
“Court of the People.” 

Seemingly piqued by the 
report of their inefficiency, the 
SLA added, “The people have 
seen no evidence to indicate that 
Dep. Supt. Blackburn is in fact 
still alive.”” But Blackburn was; 
severely wounded, but alive. 
What he saw if anything, is still 
unknown. 

Both communiques had a 
ritual closing that was to 
become an SLA trademark: 
“Death to the Fascist insect that 
preys upon the life of the 
people.” 

The police were bewildered, 
but scattered through the Left, a 
reasonably large number of 
people knew immediately who 
had been behind the Foster 
killing — and for most the 
realization was a moment of 
shock, fear, and sometimes 
horror. There were a number of 
individuals and perhaps groups, 
who had been approached to 


join the ‘‘Symbionese 
Federation” — how many is not 
known — but well-connected 


sources in the radical 
community say that the SLA 
recruited some members late 
last summer and early into the 
fall. It was recruitment for — 
and perhaps only in San 
Francisco can you put it this 
way — just yet another 
revolutionary organization that 
believed that it was necessary to 
take up arms now. But the 
Federation was to be separate 
from the Symbionese Liberation 
Army, the Combat Unit and 
when the decision was made to 
ambush Foster, it was a decision 
made by a small core of people 
who controlled the combat wing, 
probably by the General Field 
Marshal himself — acting 
through the Symbionese War 
Council, of course. Authority is 
very structured in the SLA and 
the reliance on “armed struggle” 
as the key dogma of the 
Federation, made all associated 
with the Federation subordinate 
to the warriors of the SLA. 

The decision to kill Foster was 
a secret decision within the 
combat group and it left most of 
the people who had heard of the 
SLA, and what was probably a 
small number of non-warrior 
recruits, feeling they were tied in 
with something they wanted no 
part of. Foster was a popular 
black official, holding one of the 
few powerful positions held by a 
black man in California, and the 
first to control the 
predominantly black Oakland 
school system. 

A letter to the Berkeley Barb, 
an underground newspaper, 
reportedly from ex-members of 
the Symbionese Federation said 
that they attended the first 
founding conference of the 
Symbionese Federation last 
June and in August joined what 
they thought was ‘‘a 
revolutionary organization that 
was on its way beyond the Left, 
old and new,’’ but in time 
realized that the group “was not 
fundamentally opposed to the 


errors of the Left that we had 
known but was rather the 
culmination of all its defects.” 
The SLA War Council made 
all the decisions and demanded 
obedience, everything was 
subordinate to the “‘combat 
effort.” “Although some of the 
brothers and sisters asserted 
that to create a positive vision of 
a new society required serious 
thinking — a clear and 
comprehensive theory and 
strategy — others insisted that

all that was necessary was to put 
yourself into situations where 
your ass would get kicked and 
armed bravery would do the 
rest,” explained the letter. 
Besides those few who had 
associated themselves with the 
Symbionese Federation, there is 
another group who reportedly 
knew that DeF reeze at least, was 
behind the Foster killing. 
According to several widely 
connected Oakland and 
Berkeley radicals, DeFreeze had 
actually approached more than 
one radical group last year, after

he escaped from Soledad, and 
offered to set up a terrorist unit 
that could be a “hit squad” for 
the Left. “The people he talked 
to told him he was crazy,” said 
one source, and they believe it. 
A month after Foster’s killing 
a police officer stopped two men 
in a van in Concord, a suburb of 
San Francisco, a little after 
midnight. Sgt. David Duge said 
the van was being driven in such 
a way as to arouse his 
suspicions. The driver gave the 
police officer a phony license 
that identified him as Robert 
James Scalise of Oakland. 
Asked where he was going, the 
driver gave a local address of 
Sutherland Court, and the name 
of the person he was going to 
visit as DeVoto. Sgt. Duge went 
back to his car and checked on a 
DeVoto, and found none listed. 
Then one or both of the men 
opened fire on Duge and the 
police officer returned the fire. 
The van pulled off, but crashed 
only a few yards up the road. 
The driver, ‘‘Scalise,”’ later 


“identified as Russell Jack Little, 


24, was slightly wounded; he was 
arrested at the scene. The other 
man escaped on foot, but four 
hours later, Joseph Michael 
Remiro, 27, was arrested nearby, 
reportedly hiding under a car. In 
the van was found 2000 SLA 
leaflets. Both men were armed, 
Remiro with a .380 Walther semi- 
automatic pistol, the same type 
of pistol used to pump six 
cyanide bullets into Foster. A 
police ballistics report said it 
was the gun that killed Foster. 
But it was only the next day, 
when fire officials called police 
to Sutherland Court for an 
arson, in a house rented by 
George and Nancy DeVoto the 
previous October, did the case 
begin to spring open. And only 
then did the police realize that 
they had muffed it. The address 
Little had blurted out to Sgt. 
Duge was indeed where he lived 
as George DeVoto. And it was a 
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staging and planning area where 
several SLA members were 
comfortably resting for several 
hours after the arrest of Little 
and Remiro. Found in the home 
were cartons that indicated a 
number of combat weapons and 
ammunition cases, an 
abandoned bomb factory, notes 
seemingly indicating 
surveillance of area 
businessmen, an unsent SLA 
communique with a death 
warrant for state prison officials 
and their wives and a lot of 
radical literature. 

Although police were able to 
obtain a photograph of “Nancy 
DeVoto” — it was Randolph 
Hearst’s San Francisco 
Examiner, the flagship of the 
Hearst chain that he edits, that 
identified ‘‘Nancy DeVoto” as 
Nancy Ling Perry. 

An arson warrant was issued 
for Nancy Ling Perry and police 
began to seek William Lawton 
Wolfe, Little’s roommate, who 
was suspected of being the man 
seen accompanying Nancy Perry 


as they got into a car and drove - 


away from the Concord house 
just before the fire was noticed. 
On Jan. 17, the local media 
received a “Letter to the People 
from Fahizah (former name 
Nancy Ling Perry)” in which 
she said that the police had 
captured two members of an 
SLA Information and 
Intelligence Unit. Remiro’s gun 
was not the weapon used to kill 
Foster, she said, warning: ‘‘We 
can easily verify that the 
ballistics on the .380 now in the 
hands of the pig agents do not 
match those of the weapon used 
in the attack on the Oakland 
Board of Education.” 

To her “two companeros”’ she 
wrote: “‘You have not been 
forgotten and you will be 
defended because there has been 
no setback and all combat forces 
are intact.” 

On February 2, a young white 
woman and a black man

propaganda voice for a 
repressive regime and her 
mother as a member of the 
Board of Regents of the 
University of California; 
specifically noted was the policy 
of the regents of maintaining 
heavy investments in 
corporations which made profits 


in Colonial Africa. But the 
clearest analysis of what the 
SLA was thinking when they 
kidnapped the young woman 
who is known as the most liberal 
member of the family, and most 
in disagreement with her 
parents politics, comes from 
Patricia Hearst herself in her 


messages to her family on the 
SLA communiques: 

“These people aren’t just a 
bunch of nuts,’’ she said 
“They’ve been really honest 
with me and they’re perfectly 
willing to die for what they are 
doing . . . 1 am a prisoner of war 
and so are the two men in San 


Quentin. I am being treated in 
accordance with the Geneva 
Convention, one of the 
conditions being that I am not 
being tried for crimes for which I 
am not responsible for. I am here 
because I am a member of a 
ruling class family and I think 
you can begin to see the analogy. 
These people, the two men in 
San Quentin, are being held 
there and are going to be tried 
simply because they are 
members of the SLA and not 
because of anything they’ve 
done . . . whatever happens to 
the two prisoners is going to 
happen to me. You have to 
understand that I am being held 
innocent the same way the two 
men in San Quentin are 
innocent, that they are simply 
members of the group and had 
not done anything themselves to 
warrant their arrest.” 


The future of Patricia Hearst 
may well be dependent upon 
whether the SLA still equates 
their captive with Remiro and 
Little or whether the events of 
the past month have shown 
them that the power of the 
Hearst empire is limited; 
certainly so in the face of 
Governor Ronald Reagan who 
during the food handout 
remarked that it was too bad 
there couldn’t be a quick 
epidemic of botulism among 
those who were receiving the 
food. A prisoner exchange if 
demanded is unlikely. 
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shared with Steven Weed asking $358 $123 


about apartments for rent in the 
area. They are believed to have 
been casing the place. 

On February 4, a white 
woman came to the door about 
9:30 p.m. and said that she had 
been in an accident and needed 
help. They opened the door and 
two black men, one armed with 
a rifle and the other with a pistol 
burst into the apartment. “In 
seconds,” said Weed, “‘they had 
me face down on the floor in the 
hallway,” clubbing him and 
kicking him in the head trying to 
knock him out. They stunned 
him and tied him up. Weed said 
he heard the woman say that she 
thought that they should kill 
him because he had seen them 
and he heard some sort of click 
behind him. He roused himself 
and sprinted through the 
apartment out the back door 
calling for help.

Been Towed? Finally, Revenge— Maybe

When I heard that the 
Department of Public Utilities 
(DPU) was taking action against 
the Ellery Garage, threatening 
to revoke its license to operate 
for a series of violations of DPU 
regulations, I confess I was 
pleased. You see, I had (and still 
have) a personal axe to grind 
against the Ellery Garage. 

I suppose that makes it 
impossible for me to approach 
this story objectively but, then 
again, it seems that nearly 
everyone who has had occasion 
to park his car in the Back Bay 
or in Cambridge eventually 
undergoes a similar experience. 
Horror stories about the Ellery 
Garage have practically become 
routine. 

Mine happened last fall. 
Accompanied by two friends, 
Bob Townsend and Ralph 
Robbins, I had driven my ’69 
Volkswagen into Kenmore 
Square and parked it in the lot 
off Grahm St. at about 10 p.m. 
When we returned an hour and a 
half later I got that sinking 
feeling that most city drivers 
have experienced. The car was 
gone. 


The immediate assumption, 
of course, is that the car was 
either towed or stolen, and you 
hope for the former — the lesser 
evil. But it seemed unlikely 
because there were no signs in 
the lot about parking being 
prohibited, and I had parked 
there many times before. 
Indeed, there are two large signs 
that say, ‘““PARKING,”’ one of 
which points directly into the lot 
and is studded with light bulbs 
(which, I concede, are never lit). 
There’s also an office that never 
seems to be occupied. 

The impression, certainly, is 
that you pay to park in the 
daytime and you can park free 
at night. Besides, there were a 
dozen or so other cars there. 
None of them had been towed. 

A policeman in Kenmore 
Square, however, told us that 
the car probably had been towed 
by the Ellery Garage. When we 
asked him why there are no signs 
on the lot about towing, he said, 
“There is one, but it’s well 
hidden.” (Checking back in the 
daytime, I discovered that, sure 
enough, there is a small sign 
beneath the large “PARKING” 


sign that reads, ‘‘No 
Trespassing. Unauthorized 
Vehicles Will Be Towed At 
Owner’s Expense. 520 Comm. 
Ave. Real Estate Corp. CO 6- 
2010.” But the sign is almost 
completely rusted over, so as to 
be just barely visible in the 
daytime — when, presumably, it 
doesn’t apply — and totally 
invisible at night.) 

We walked to the Ellery 
Garage at 740 Commonwealth 
Ave., across from B.U., where 
my little car was being held for 
ransom. 

The attendant, a stocky, 
tough-acting guy, said I could 
have it back for a $20 tow charge 
and a $5 “storage fee.”” (They 
couldn’t have “stored” the car 
for much more than an hour.) 

Bob, who seemed more 
irritated by the whole thing than 
I was, demanded to know who 
had authorized the tow, why my 
car had been singled out, and 
why there wasn’t a sign saying 
you couldn’t park there. The 
answers were hardly soothing. 
“You'll have to ask the truck 
driver and he’s not here.” 


Maybe next time you'll look a 


little harder, huh?” 

Bob opined that it seemed like 
a big rip-off to him, and the 
attendant responded, ‘‘Why 
don’t you get the fuck out of 
here? The only person that has 
any right to be in the garage is 
the owner of the car.” 

Thankful that I had been 
informed of my rights, I paid the 
$25 (without ever receiving a bill 
or a receipt) and retrieved my 
car. 

As we drove out, the 
attendant quickly pulled the 
overhead door closed and 
shouted: “It was a pleasure 
taking your money, sucker!” 

Bob (an ex-prize fighter) 
jumped from the car. “Why 
don’t you open the door and say 
that?” 

Instantly, the door did open 
and the attendant stood there — 
flanked by two others who had 
seemingly materialized from 


nowhere — and carrying a 
baseball bat. 
“Come on,” he said, waving 


the bat threateningly at Bob. 
“Come on, you cocksucker. 
What are you waiting for? 
You’re a cocksucker and so’s 


your mother.” 

It seemed a less than gracious 
way for a businessman to treat 
paying customers. And it also 
seemed, incidentally, that the 
attendant was less interested in 
defending himself than in 
getting Bob inside the garage so 
he could beat the shit out of him 
on his own turf. 

Two more guys appeared and 
they slowly began to surround 
the car. After a few more words 
were exchanged, and the air was 
sufficiently blue, Bob hopped 
back into the car and we 
embarked upon a strategic 
withdrawal. 


* 


Though a sobering experience 
(particularly for a devout 
coward like myself), it turns out 
to be fairly routine — even mild. 
DPU Comr. Barbara 
Hassenfeld, who, for the last six 
months, has been heading up 
the agency’s investigation of the 
Ellery Garage, was not at all 
surprised when I related my 
story. She had heard it many 
times over. 
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“We've had complaints from 
people who say they’ve been 
threatened and assaulted with 
baseball bats, machetes, and 
attack dogs,” she said. ““We had 
one girl who said they shut off all 
the lights in the garage and 
turned a pair of spotlights on her 
to blind her. 

“‘And it’s always Ellery 
Garage,’’ Comr. Hassenfeld 
added. “This seems to be 
standard operating procedure 
for them.” 

Ellery is owned by a 
corporation, Auto Recovery 
Engineers, Inc., and has garages 
at 740 Commonwealth Ave. in 
Boston and 418 Broadway in 
Cambridge. It is co-owned by 
Robert Katz and Roger Starr 
who tend, to their credit I 
suppose, to hire ex-convicts and 
men on work-release. 

In its so-called crackdown on 
abuses by towing outfits, the 
DPU has elected to go after 
Ellery first because, over recent 
years, hundreds of complaints 
have been lodged against the 
garage. 

In the last six months alone, 
Comr. Hassenfeld, a former 
assistant District Attorney, has 
handled close to 75 unsolicited 
complaints against Ellery 
Garage. ‘Over the years,” she 
said, “complaints against Ellery 
have easily been the most 
frequent. We’ve just been 
bombarded with them.” 

In Boston, the company’s 
towing operations seem to 
center around the Back Bay area 
where, for example, the outfit 
has had deals with many 
landlords to tow trespassers off 
their property. 

But the most flagrant abuse of 
the towing industry is that many 
companies have become roving 
troubleshooters, pretty much 
roaming around the city at night 
and towing as they see fit — 
without getting authorization 
for the tow from a police officer 
and the owner of the property, as 
required by law. 

The specific charges that the 
DPU has lodged against Ellery 
Garage are: 

— That in both Boston and 
Cambridge the outfit has been 
towing without obtaining the 
proper authorization, making 
both the tow and the charge 
illegal. 

— That the garage has been 
charging excessive rates. 

— That the garage has not 
kept proper records of its billings 
for DPU inspection. 

— That “principles or agents 
of Ellery have, in the course of 
conducting a towing enterprise, 
on numerous occasions abused, 
threatened, intimidated and 
assaulted certain owners of 
motor vehicles.” 

Any one of those charges, if 
substantiated in testimony at 
the DPU hearings that started 
March 1 and continued last 
week, would be sufficient reason 
for the DPU commissioners to 
rule that Ellery is unfit to 


continue operating and its 
certificate of public convenience 
and necessity revoked. Ellery 
could then appeal the revocation 
to the Supreme Judicial Court, 
but if the hearings had 
established sufficient facts, the 
ruling would certainly be 
upheld. 

In hearings held so far, the 
following testimony against 
Ellery Garage has come out: 

Steve Tanioka, a 26-year-old 
student from Nebraska, claimed 
that in January Ellery towed his 
car from a legal space on Ipswich 
Street with no authorization 
from anyone for the tow. When 
he retrieved the car, it was 
damaged and the receipt said 
the car had been towed from 
1185 Boylston Street. 

Bonnie Eyler, a recent

Vincent Rinaldi of Everett 
had his VW towed from the 
Grahm Street lot by Ellery last 
fall. They returned the car 
damaged and never gave him a 
receipt. 

Andrew Mann of the Back 
Bay had his car towed from a 
space on Bay State Road even 
though he rents the space from 
his landlord. The landlord 
denied authorizing the tow and 
the DPU told him he didn’t have 
to pay the towing charge, but 
when Mann contacted Ellery 
Garage, he was told, ‘The car is 
not going to be released to you 
and we’ll take you to court if you 
don’t pay.” 

After several days of 
negotiating for the release of his 
car, Mann became concerned 
about the mounting storage fees

“Get the fuck off my truck,” 
snarled the driver. 


He did and, instead, jumped 
into his car. After eight hours, 
during which he was blocked in 
by two other Ellery tow trucks 
and threated with a charge of 
$10 an hour for as long as he sat 
there, DiBenedetto finally got 
his car back without paying a 
cent. 


The strategy of Robert 
Collins, attorney for the Ellery 
Garage at last week’s DPU 
hearings, was to try to discredit 
each witness. The kid fron 
Nebraska didn’t know where he 
was — the nurse from Newton 
was hostile to the truck driver 
who twisted her arm — and so 
forth. 


the direct result of it has been a 
drastic reduction in the amount 
of such towing and, according to 
Comr. Hassenfeld, “‘we have not 
been made aware of any flagrant 
violations since then.” 

DPU inspectors say privately 
that they suspect disreputable 
tow companies and landlords 
have been involved in kickback 
schemes whereby cars are 
continuously towed from spots 
that appear to be legal and the 
profits are shared. 

The inspectors have been 
unable to gather evidence to 
document this, but since the 
cease and desist order went into 
effect, the amount of such 
towing has been reduced to 
practically nothing, indicating 
that the property owners had 
some motivation other than 


graduate of the Boston 
University School of Nursmy, 
told of confronting an Ellery tow 
truck operator trying to pry open 
the vent window of her 
convertible. When she moved to 
stop him, she said he twisted her 
arm and said: “I'll break your 
arm if you don’t let go.” 

She finally paid him $10 and 
he signed the receipt, ‘‘R. 
King.’’ But when she filed 
assault and battery charges 
against him he turned out not to 
be “R. King” at all, but Robert 
Katz, one of the Ellery partners. 
Comr. Hassenfeld says many of 
the assault complaints received 
by the DPU have been directed 
against Katz. (He was, 
incidentally, cleared of the 
assault charge in Roxbury 
District Court, but the DPU 
thinks his actions are still 
sufficient to uphold a charge of 
“‘unfitness.”’)

taken by Ellery. The garage did 
not notify him that they had it 
for over four months and by that 
time the storage charges had 
reached $500. 

The garage finally agreed to 
release it for $110 but Ordal got 
it back damaged, and is suing. 


And then there was Dominic 
DiBenedetto, 43, from 
Georgetown, Maine, who spent 
eight hours last December 
sitting in his car while it hung 
from an Ellery hook. 


DiBenedetto hollered from a 
window on Commonwealth 
Avenue that he’d be right down 
when he spotted an Ellery truck 
towing his car away. He ran 
downstairs, caught up with the 
truck, and jumped on it. 


But the witnesses keep 
coming. 


* * * 


However, the most serious 
abuse by shady tow outfits may 
have already been corrected by a 
“cease and desist” order issued 
by the DPU in January that 
prevents tow firms from holding 
cars for ransom, so to speak, 
after they have towed them from 
private property. 


Under the new regulation, if 
your car is towed from private 
property, you get it back 
without paying for it. The owner 
of the property must pay for the 
tow and then, in turn, sue you 
for reimbursement. 


The tow industry challenged 


. the ruling but it was upheld by 
the Supreme Judicial Court and 


simply keeping their lots clear. 

Last year, for example, Ellery 
was towing as many as 100 cars a 
night from the lot off Grahm 
Street with the deceptive signs. 
Now such tows are rare and the 
towing companies are crying 
poverty. In fact, the Boston 
Police Dept., still smarting from 
towing scandals exposed by the 
Boston Globe Spotlight Team, 
has a policy of not authorizing 
any private tows unless the 
presence of the cai constitutes a 
safety hazard. 

The pendulum seems to be 
swinging in the direction of the 
victimized motorist, who has 
pretty much been at the mercy 
of abusive and unethical towing 
firms. But as long as they keep 
operating, you can bet that 
they’ll figure out new schemes to 
bilk the public — and driving 
them out of the business is not 
the easiest thing in the world. 
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FCC Listens to WCAS Sale Protest

WCAS radio in Cambridge 
has been temporarily saved from 
the pious clutches of Family 
Stations, Inc. At a press 
conference last week Jack 
Bernstein, from a group called 
Committee for Community 
Access, David Misch, a local 
musician and writer acting as 
unofficial head and organizer of 
Citizens for Community Radio 
and Jim Miller, the latter 
group’s attorney, announced 
that the FCC had granted a stay 
in the finalization of the already 
approved WCAS sale. The 
federal decision came on the 
heels of a last minute protest 
filed by the Committee for 
Community Access on behalf of 
Misch’s Citizens for Community 
Radio. The protest, which was 
organized from scratch in less 
than three weeks included 
detailed points of opposition to 
Kaiser Broadcasting’s intended 
tornover of the popular 250 watt 
‘“‘daytime only’? Cambridge 
station to West Coast-based 
Family Stations, Inc., a non- 
profit group ownership network 
that specializes in easy listening 
religious muzak. 


Misch initiated the campaign 


to save WCAS by organizing a 
petition drive in the Cambridge 
area. In about two weeks, the 
protesters collected more than 
7500 signatures to be sent with 
their opposition briefs to the 
FCC in Washington. The object 


was to first delay the change of 


hands and ultimately to be 
granted a public hearing where 
the community could voice its 
dissatisfaction at losing the 
current WCAS music and public 
service format to the Bible 
beaters. Both interest and 
opposition mounted during the 
petitioning period, culminating 
in a unanimous 8-0 vote by the 
Cambridge City Council in 
support of the protest. 
Information distributed at 
last week’s press conference 
tended to support CCR’s 
contention that Family’s 
attitude and intentions toward 
the acquisition of WCAS are 
questionable. CCR states in its 
briefs to the FCC that Family 
has missed the point in a 
number of areas judging from 
the results and conclusions 
drawn from their obligatory 
community survey carried out 
last year in anticipation of FCC 


sale approval. For example, 
Family’s description of the 
existing music format they 
propose to replace with their 
taped religious programming 
was based on rosters now out of 
date. Family was therefore able 
to argue that the ‘‘current” 
WCAS music format was 
“nothing special’? and was 
duplicated on other stations in 
the area, notably WBCN-FM 
and WNTN-FM. CCR points to 
the transformation during the 
past year and a half from 
WCAS’s original mixed bag 
programming to a “progressive 
low-keyed approach to folk and 
folk rock,” promoted by the 
station under the motif ‘For 
City Folk.”’ The present music 
bias of WCAS is not duplicated 
elsewhere in the area and does 
serve particular community 
needs in so far as any 
entertainment-cultural 
programming can. 


David Misch is the first to 
point out that the cultural value 
and uniqueness of WCAS‘s “no 
loud music and no corn” format. 
is not the most compelling 
argument against the sale to

Family. CCR also deals with 
some legal technicalities which, 
if proved out, will demonstrate 
some sloppy dealings on the part 
of both Family and Kaiser. The 
misrepresentation of the current 
music format is one point. There 
is also the question of public 
notification. Both parties 
(Kaiser and Family) assumed a 
conspiciously low profile 


regarding their announcement 
obligations. There was minimal 
publicity of the sale and never 
any mention of the perspective 
buyer’s proposed use of the 
station. CCR contends that this 
placed an undue burden on the 
public to discern whether the 
changeover would be in the 
community’s best interest. 
Since thousands of signatures 
were drummed up in a very 
short time once the facts were 
publicized, CCR argues that the 
origian! notification procedures 
must have been inadequate. 

In addition to the arguments 
over the music, the central 
concern dealt with by CCR is 
WCAS’s valuable public service 
programming. Family has 
suggested that they might 
continue some of the presently 
aired public services, which 
include giving broadcast time to 
such groups as the Cambridge 
Tenant’s Organizing 
Committee, the AFSC and Gay 
Media Action, but no group 
currently on the air has yet 
received a positive answer to 
inquiries about continuing their 
broadcasts should the sale take

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Morality Laws Will Remain On the Books

The state’s centuries-old 
“morality laws” which seek to 
govern ‘‘fornication,’’ 
“obscenity” “open and 
lewdness,”’ “sodomy,” “lewd 
and lascivious cohabitation” 
and assorted other ‘crimes 
against nature,” most likely will 
remain on the law books for a 
while yet. 

At least that was the 
indication members of the 
Judiciary Committee of the 
State Legislature presented to 
an overflow crowd of witnesses 
at Wednesday’s hearing on 
several bills that would revise or 
repeal some of those laws. 

Almost insuring defeat of the 
bills was the fact that several of 
the bills were strictly identified 
as gay rights measures, despite 
the admission from the bills’ 
sponsors that gay people are not 
the only practitioners of oral and 
anal sexual activities. 

An amalgam of gay rights 
organizations, civil rights groups 
and reglious leaders were 
backing the bills as a first step 
toward ending job and housing 


discrimination against gay men 
and women. 


But the joint legislative 


committee’s members were 
about evenly divided between 
those who said they were 
unalterably opposed to any 
easing of morality laws, and 
those committemen who said 
they could not understand why 
morality laws could lead to 
discrimination against gay 
people. 

Attorney Richard Rubino, 
who has centered his law 
practice around the defense of 
gay rights, explained that as 
long as gay people are 
considered criminals they will 
be victims of discrimination. 

“Employers use the laws as an 
excuse to discriminate,” he said. 
“‘After all, how can you 
discriminate against 
someone who violates a criminal 
code?”’ 

Rubino’s position was 
supported by the Massachusetts 
Bar Association, which 
supported repeal of the anti-gay 
laws. 


But the committee’s position 
became abundantly clear when 
Committee Chairman Cornelius 
F. Kiernan of Lowell said he 
would not hire an otherwise 
qualified gay person to work at, 
say, a summer camp or other 
place where children are 
present. 

His statement drew a quick 
response from Elaine Noble, a 
lesbian and a member of the 
Governor’s Commission on the 
Status of Women. When she 
asked whether he believed a gay 
person would be interested in 
molesting children, Rep. 
Kiernan responded: 

“You’re not here to ask the 
committee questions. You’re 
here to answer our questions.” 

Several other committee 
members echoed his fears that 
the mere presence of a gay 
person might “influence” a 
child; this despite statistics 
from gay leaders that 
homosexuality is not contagious, 
and that many gay people are 
teachers and social workers now. 

Robert Dow, president of the 


Homophile Union of Boston, 
quoted crime statistics showing 
that most child molesters are 
straight, married males. 


Some radio and television 
news departments shied away 
from covering the hearing, 
believing it would be nothing 
more than a formal presentation 
of two already much publicized 
bills designed to bring state law 
into conformity with the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s ‘‘local 


standards’’ ruling of last 
summer. 
The obscenity bill 


presentation was, indeed, brief 
Atty. Gen. Robert H. Quinn 
succinctly offered his bill to the 
committee after picking his way 
through rows of faggots and 
dykes sitting crosslegged at his 
feet in the packed hearing 
chamber. 


He made no comment on any 
other bill, not even on the so- 
called gay rights legislation that 
he announced two weeks ago he 
violently opposed on solely 
moral grounds. 


His obscenity bill would set 
statewide obscenity standards, 
superceding the authority of 
cities and towns. But it was not 
clear from his presentation 
whether parents would be 
prohibited from giving 
“‘“obscene”’ material to their 
children, or whether university 
libraries could obtain and 
disperse materials judged by 
state authorities to be obscene. 

A similar bill was filed by 
Boston District Attorney Phillip 
Rollins who said it contained 
safeguards against seizure of 
“obscene” materials in private 
homes and in universities. 

That obscenity bill was the 
only bill considered Wednesday 
that has any real possibility of 
committee approval, judging 
from its reception by the 
committee. 

One bill that is sure to fail is 
maverick Rep. Barney Frank’s 
prostitution revision bill. That 
bill would lift penalties for 
prostitution but would limit its 
practice to predetermined 
districts. 
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MBTA Passes They Don’t They?

What if they had a sale and 
nobody came? The MBTA is 
having one, and many people 
want to come, but few are 
invited. 

The “special” is a season pass 
on various lines of the MBTA 
system, a pass that can be 
purchased and used for a whole 
year. Unfortunately, the sale is 
only an experiment, say MBTA 
spokesmen, and not just 
ANYone can participate. 

Frank Freese found this out 
for himself. He wrote to the 
MBTA telling them he wanted a 
season pass for the Orange Line 
and was “willing to write out a 
check right away.”” MBTA was 
not interested in taking his 
check, even though Freese, 
office manager of the Rumford 
Press, is a regular MBTA rider 
who estimates that he drops 
some $300 into MBTA turnstiles 
every year. The season pass that 
could cover his Orange Line trip 
from Charlestown is going for 
$109 a year. 

Going to whom? It all began 
March 1 with employees of the 
John Hancock Insurance 
Company. Almost a thousand 
employees of that company have 
signed up for the passes, which 
are known, according to 
MBTA’s community affairs

director Brian J. Cudahy, “by 
the misnomer of pre-paid 
passes.” Actually, says Cudahy, 
“the pass is post-paid. It’s 
deducted from the employees’ 
pay on a monthly basis.’’ 
Selected units of the state 
government employees will have 
access to the passes beginning 
April Fools Day. Annual rates 
for the passes total $109 for the 


25-cent card, $189 for the 45- 
cent card, and $210 for the 50- 
cent card. (The latter two cards 
are good on buses as well as 
subways, with few exceptions.) 
A spokesman for MBTA said 
“‘We’ve been innundated by 


requests from the public, and 


especially from companies of all 
sizes, from a staff of six to a staff 
of 11,000 employees.’’ The 


companies, it seems, are first in 
line because they, like the John 
Hancock Company, can do the 
bookwork for MBTA. As PR 
Director Cudahy puts it, ‘“‘We’re 
following a more prudent course 
before we spend a lot of money 
launching something that may 
sink before it hits the water.” 

In the next breath Cudahy 
admits that “Well, officially we 
recognize that the program has 
already proven its success. 

““And, according to Jack 

Doolittle (chairman of the board 
for MBTA) the experimental 
part is over. We just don’t have 
the bookkeeping mechanisms 
yet that will allow us to go 
public with the thing,”’ Cudahy 
said, adding that, ‘A series of 
very frustrating bureaucratic 
things have to be worked out 
first.” 
They’re not making any 
promises, but MBTA predicts 
that by summertime “the thing”’ 
will be ready to go public, 
monthly billing (hopefully at no- 
interest rates currently being 
negotiated) and all. 

MBTA hopes also to offer to 
the public off-hours-only passes, 
with, presumably, even lower 
yearly rates than the regular pre- 
paid cards. All, of course, will be 
post-paid.. (Is this getting too 


confusing?) 

Some five to six percent of the 
public will be completely or 
partially excluded from the 
program. These persons are 
riders who travel the lines (both 
north and south of the city) 
formerly owned by the Eastern 
Massachusettes Street Railway. 

If MBTA does “go public with 
the thing” within the next few 
months, the frustrations now 
experienced by people like 
Frank Freese can be erased. And 
Freese could stop day-dreaming 
about “... going out and finding 
an attorney who enjoys fighting 
this kind of situation.”

Putting the Finishing Touches the Red Sox

WINTER HAVEN, Fla. — 
Three weeks have passed, and 
there are two to go until the 
troops go into battle for real, and 
most of the troops wish it were 
starting right now, particularly 
with five straight days of 
arduous bus trips wearing 
sweaty uniforms staring them in 
the face. 

Darrell Johnson in particular 
wishes it would start right now. 
Other managers and other 
teams may have their nagging 
problems and unsettled 
questions still to be resolved 
before the regular season starts, 
but in the case of the Boston Red 
Sox, just about the only 
unfinished business is the right 
field scoreboard. 


Not since 1901, when the Red 
Sox trained in Charlottesville, 
Virginia, has there been a spring 
training devoid of pennant talk. 
As everybody plays their little 
games down here, though, 
waiting for the big game to 
commence, the Darrell Johnson 
regime has assumed an aura of

quiet, confident optimism, 


because if the Red Sox ever had 
a team that by all rights should 
win, it is this one. 

That, of course, always 
assumes a safe journey. One 


always has to allow for the 
unexpected. Should Carl 
Yastrzemski gore himself with a 
fish hook, Luis Tiant burn 
himself with a cigar, Bill Lee get 


hurt in one of his monthly 
Mercedes smashups — or for 
that matter, Carlton Fisk take a 
long time recovering from a 
badly bruised scrotum — things 


could turn around in a hurry. 

For the moment, though, it’s 
never looked better. 

The pitching situation is all 
but decided, with Tiant, Lee, 
Wise, Cleveland, Marichal, 
Moret, Drago, Segui, and Bolin 
each having for all intents and 
purposes locked up jobs. What 
this ultimately means, of course, 
is that not only are the Boston 
Red Sox in the driver’s seat with 
what should be the best pitching 
in baseball, but so are the 
Pawtucket Red Sox in the 
International League. 

In his new capacity as 
pitching coach in Pawtucket, 
Bob Veale will be working with 
the likes of Dick Pole, Craig 
Skok, Mel Behney, Mark 
Bomback, Lance Clemons, and 
Bill Kouns, all of whom could 
probably pitch for some major 
league team right now — but not 
this one. 

As for Veale himself, the 
situation is quite hopeless. 
Released after last season and 
invited to camp this year as a 
non-roster player (along with 
John Kennedy, also ticketed for 
a minor league coaching job), 
Veale has pitched superbly in 
spring games thus far (4 


appearances, 2 wins, no losses, 
and a 0.00 ERA) but there are 
extenuating circumstances 
working against him. 

After he’d picked up his 
second win on Thursday in 
Daytona Beach, beating the 
Expos in extra innings, Veale 
was apprised of the fact that he 
could probably pitch 30 shutout 
innings down here and still wind 
up in Pawtucket. © 

“Why’s that?” he asked. 

“Because,” I replied, “You are 
the only black coach they’ve got. 
When that discrimination suit 
comes to court you and that 
peanut vendor are Exhibits A 
and B.” 

Which is certainly true 
enough. With the 
Massachusetts Council Against 
Discrimination taking action 
against the Red Sox 
management for discriminatory 
hiring practices (in the areas of

ball park employees’’), the Sox 
are hardly likely to obviate 
Veale’s coaching title in order to 
put him back in the Fenway 
Park bullpen. 

“But just think of the position 
that puts you in,” reminded

trainer Buddy LeRoux. 
they assign you you can refuse to 
report. Just think, you can hold 
out!” 

Veale mulled that over, then 
opined that perhaps when the 
time came he might try to work 
out a package deal for himself 
and the peanut vendor. 

As with the pitching staff, 
most of Johnson’s problems with 
the balance of the team are 
happy ones, stemming from an 
overabundance of talent. At 
shortstop, for instance, where

Most of the other question 
marks have resolved themselves, 
though. Juan Marichal, about 
whom no one was sure until he

nothing short of brilliant, and 
pitched five shutout innings 
Wednesday in Lakeland against 
Detroit. Rico Petrocelli’s elbow 
appears to be sound, although at 
Johnson’s insistence he has 
refrained from zinging the ball 
across the infield when it isn’t 
wholly necessary. 

Two weeks before the season 
opens, then, the prognosis from 
here shapes up with the Sox

roster virtually set already. 
Once again the catchers will be 
Carlton Fisk and Bob 
Montgomery, period. Despite 
Johnson’s previous exhortations 
about the necessity of carrying 
three catchers, it now looks as if 
Danny Cater will once again be 
the backup-backup should one 
be necessary, and both Vic 
Correll and Tim Blackwell will 
be in Pawtucket. 

The infield will be Petrocelli, 
two shortstops (probably 
Aparicio and Mario Guerrero. 
Again.), Doug Griffin, Dick 
McAulliffe, Flash Cooper, ‘and, 
naturally, Carl Yastrzemski, 
probably back at first base 
again, although against 
righthanders on the road we will 
probably see Cooper at first with 
a Yastrzemski-Rick Miller- 
Bernie Carbo outfield with some 
frequency. 

In the outfield, Jim Rice has 
looked good but probably needs 
at least another year, which 
means that besides Miller, 
Carbo, Dwight Evans and 
Tommy Harper, Juan Beniquez 
has very likely landed himself a 
job on the big league club at 
last. 

All of this speculation, of 
course, precludes the possibility 
of a trade, which is something 
which should by no means be 
precluded right now. The Sox 
have that wealth of young 
pitchers, they have at least two 
shortstops, and several young 
outfielders, all of whom are 


relatively in demand around the 
league. Should, for instance, 
Beniquez beat out Miller in 
center field — not at all 
improbable at this stage — it is 
not inconceivable that Boston 


might swing some sort of two-for- 


one or three-for-two deal in a go- 
for-broke move aimed at 
solidifying their ranks in an all- 
out run for the pennant this 
year. (And from this vantage 
point, it has to be this year; 
while I wouldn’t rule out a two or 
three year Time of Plenty, I 
would postulate that if they 
can’t win with what they’ve got 
right now the prognosis for years 
to come is not overwhelmingly 
optimistic. For °74 things look 
the brightest in years, but a 
team built around Marichal and 
Tiant, Yastrzemski, Petrocelli, 
Harper, and Cepeda hardly 
qualifies as the nucleus of some 
future dynasty.) 

You may have noticed that 
the above names add up to 24. 
The 25th is Cepeda, who seems 
to be an enigmatic figure in 
Darrell Johnson’s plans. After a 
season when he was, in effect, 
the top DH in the league, Cha 
Cha may find himself relegated 
to a pinch-hitting role under 
Johnson. 

If that. It would seem that if 
there are any changes in the 
generally-accepted consensus of 
what the Sox roster will 
comprise (should, for example, 
Johnson make good on his third 
catcher promise) it might well 


be Cepeda, and not Cooper or 
Beniquez, who will be odd man 
out. His presence at camp this 
spring has been, to say the least, 
weird. He was scheduled to 
make the trip to Daytona 
Thursday but didn’t, due to 
either a pulled thigh muscle or 
because the “trip was too long,” 
depending on whether you asked 
him before or after the bus had 
left. And he has been 
sufficiently distant from the 
movements of the team that, 
among other things, he was 
unaware that Pudge Fisk had 
been injured fully five days after 
Fisk had been hospitalized. 

Last Sunday in a game 
against the Cardinals Fisk 
suffered a freak injury when a 
foul tip came straight back off 
Joe Torre’s bat and caught him 
straight-on in the cup. (While 
Fisk writhed in pain on the 
ground, by the way, Reggie 
Smith stood up in the St. Louis 
dugout cheering “‘Die, you son of 
a bitch, die!” until John Curtis 
and Bob Gibson subdued him; 
there will be a rematch with the 
Cardinals Wednesday afternoon 
here.) LeRoux says there have 
been no complications, although 
it was the sort of injury that 
lends itself to complications. 
Pudge was released from the 
hospital Thursday, but won’t 
even be able to work out for at 
least a week. His situation, in 
the meantime, continues to be a 
source of concern to everyone.

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The NIT: Kind Campus Crusade

NEW YORK — New England 
basketball schools, should their 
teams be fortunate enough to be 
invited to the National 
Invitation Tournament, ought 
simply to put an appropriate 
sign on their front doors for the 
duration of the March week on 
which the tournament annually 
falls; the sign, fashioned with 
school colors, should read 
“NIT” — Not In Touch. 

Because once students from 
schools relatively nearby New 
York City make the 
committment to come to even 
the tournament’s opening games 
— which this year diabolically 
fell on the day of the St. 
Patrick’s Day parade and St. 
Patrick’s Day itself — they 
consent tacitly to not being in 
touch. The NIT, coming each 
year like a messenger for spring, 
has always been kind of a 
Campus Crusade for Cheap 
Cocktails; some people think 
that the tournament is still 
settled in Madison Square 
Garden, but the raucous denim 
armies that yearly march in 
March know that the games 
themselves are kind of 
preliminary shows for the real 
tournament at McAnn’s, and 
the Blarney Stone, in the lobby 
of the Statler-Hilton. 

This year, four New England 
teams were invited to the NIT, a 
relic from The Garden Past 
which doesn’t carry a whole lot 
of significance anymore, but 
which endures nonetheless 
mainly due to the undying 
appeal and quality of Eastern 
basketball. In addition to four 
teams from NE — Boston 
College, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts and Fairfield — 
five other teams were selected 
from the Eastern seaboard, and 
four of them (Rutgers, Seton 


Hall, St. John’s, Manhattan) 
are within streaking distance of 
the Garden. 

It is the fans, truly, that give 
this tournament its peculiar 
definition. This year, six BC 


_students, using an idea begun by 


Fairfield last year, decided to 
dribble from Roberts Center all 
the way to the Garden. The 


distance is 231.8 miles and the. 


plan was to have five men ride in 
a Volkswagen bus while the 
other dribbled for a one hour 
shift. On Sunday night, when 
BC opened with Cincinnati, the 
dribblers, replete with maroon 
warmups, were to enter the 
Garden and each sink a layup. 

George Szondy, one of the 
Dribbling Six, was asked if he 
expected his crew to be sober by 
then. 

“‘Doubtful,’’ said George 
Szondy. 

Some cynical BC 
prognosticators, conditioned by 
attendance at the school, would 
also have listed as doubtful its 
team chances against Cincinnati 
Sunday night. But, as usual, 
Bob Zuffelato’s City Kiddie 
Corps proved itself adept at the 
art of the unpredictable, 
escaping with 63-62 victory over 
a team that defeated Marquette 
(that’s as in Final Four 
Marquette) in its last regular 
season game. The BC victory 
was finally insured when the 
fourth Cincinnati shot in the 
last nine seconds, by Dan 
Murphy, settled on the rim for 
just a moment, then fell off. 

“Now we can credit one to 
divine providence,’’ said a 
punny Bob Zuffelato afterward. 
Zuffelato was referring to the 
Providence game, when a Kevin 
Stacom heave shot beat BC at 
the buzzer. ‘‘One finally fell off 
the rim.” Zuffelato’s team had

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also lost to BU in the Beanpot 
final on a buzzer beater by Neil 
Burns. 

The fitting hero of the 
Cincinnati game was BC senior 
guard Jere Nolan. Nolan is 
native New Yorker, from Park 
East hospital to the Parkchester 
Project playground to St. 
Helena’s grammar school in the 
Bronx, to Cardinal Spellman 
High School. The NIT was a 
homecoming for Nolan in more 
ways than one; his father also 
once played in the tournament. 
All week long, the 6-foot 
lefthander was talking about 
what the tournament meant: 

“I’m not even thinking that 
this tournament can make up 
for any disapppointments in the 
past. It’s just going to make it. I 
don’t feel we have to rehash all 
the bad things in previous years. 
With the NIT, we’ve been given 
a chance to put ourselves on 
display. 

“What happened this year 
doesn’t matter anymore. Our 
record was 18-8 and it should’ve 
been better. That doesn’t 
matter. What matters is the 
tournament. It can be a new 
season.” 

For awhile there a couple of 
weeks ago, it didn’t look like 
BC’s old season (the 18-8 part) 
was going to be good enough to 
earn them a new season. The 
team had a 16-5 record going 
into the St. John’s game, then 
played out the season with a 2-3 
record, losing to the Johns, Holy 
Cross (on a. controversial 
goaltending call on center 
William Russell Collins at the 
end), and Connecticut. But the 
Eagles are filled with all kinds of 


exciting talents — Robert 
(Smooth) Carrington, Nolan, 
Collins, Wilfred Morrison, 6-9 
freshman Paul Berwanger, 
guard Melvin Weldon — and one 
NIT official confided that they 
were the sixth team selected. 

The BC-Cincinnati game was 
an uneven one; for long 
stretches, one couldn’t decide 
whether it was the defense that 
was so good, or the offense that 
was so bad. The Eagles were 
down 38-33 early in the second 
half before taking off on a 10-2 
spurt which kept them in 
tenuous lead thereafter. Nolan 
was the instigator, hitting for a 
couple of soft jumpers, and 
handing off a couple of assists, 
one of the did-you-see-that? 
variety to Berwanger. 

With two minutes left, BC led 
62-56. But then Mike Franklin 
hit a jumper for UC, Mel 
Weldon missed a 1-and-1, Hal 
Ward hit a tip off his own shot. 
62-60. Nolan came down, was 
fouled and made one foul shot. It 


turned out to be the margin of 


the win. But barely. 


Perhaps they hold the NIT in 
New York because New York is 
the place where anyone can 
make a dream. Even a 6-9 18- 
year-old from Cornwall, New 
York, which maybe even 
Washington Irving never heard 
of. 


Paul Berwanger is the 18-year- 
year-old, and with :02 left in 
BC’s quarter final game with 
UConn on Thursday night, 
Berwanger took a feed from 
Nolan at the right of the basket 
and banked a turnaround which 
meant that his team will be 
playing basketball for CBS on 


Saturday afternoon. The final 
score was 76 — oh god — 75 for 
the most improbable of 
basketball games even for a 
town, and a building, that 
prides itself on constantly 
creating the improbable anew. 

“It was a once in a lifetime 
thing,’’ said Berwanger. 
Eighteen-year-olds can say such 
things. “And it sure couldn’t 
have happened at a better 
time.” 

It couldn’t. Berwanger and his 
mates had absolutely gutted 
their way back from a 40-57 
deficit (with 15:10 left) to take a 
74-73 lead with :26 left when 
Nolan got credit for a basket on 
a Tom Thomas goaltend. But 
Jimmy Foster a slick little lefty 
who can at times, out-Archibald 
Nate Archibald, stuck a shot in 
with :12 left. Nolan then threw a 
bomb to Carrington which was 
deflected out of bounds by 
Connecticut. BC put the ball in 
play with :07 left. Nolan drove 


the second half with Nolan on 
the bench with four fouls, 
harried Foster into numerous 
floor errors after Foster had 
played an almost flawless first 
half. 


Dee Rowe, the unimaginative 
Connecticut coach, will surely 
wonder during the beautiful 
Connecticut Spring and 
Summer months why he had his 
team sit on the ball when they 
were up by 17. The Connecticut 
game relies on the race horse 
offense of its guards, and Rowe 
foolishly took the game away 
from them in the second half.

Everywom and the Muse

It is Wednesday afternoon, 3:00 p.m. 
Turbaned, black lesbian mother Audre 
Lorde moves slowly to the podium, belts 
out her powerful poems. Shirley 
Kaufman follows, white, Jewish, in ber 
fifties, tight-skirted, blue-rinsed hain 
carefully coiffed, her verse conventional 
and tidy. Marge Piercy reads last, in a 
long red reading robe, jet hair bristling, 
visionary pallor, intoning in her hearty 
sing-song poems of protest, feminism, 
revolution. It’s the third day of the 
National Women’s Poetry Festival at 
the University of Massachusetts, 
Amherst, and I’m overwhelmed. 

I hadn’t planned to be. Arriving at 
the Festival I was cool, indeed a bit 
suspicious. Thought the Festival was 
scheduled to run from March 11-16th I 
thought I’d probably leave by the 13th. 
The program was a full one. By 
Wednesday thirteen poets would have 
read, and | was afraid by that time | 
would be suffering severe migraine in 
the service of the Muse. As to the 
informal workshops, I was pretty sure 
they would be too crowded to be more 
thanrapsessions. _ 

On Monday, night, the first night of 
the Festival, Adrienne Rich and Robin 
Morgan read to a packed house. 
Introducing Rich, one of the Festival 
organizers Gail Le Tourneau, explained 
that the poets-had been invited on the 
basis of their commitment to social 
change. One of the goals of the Festival 
was to present the kind of poetry which 
would integrate ph into people’s lives. 
Both of those statements ‘left me 
uneasy. All too often they mean poetry 
which is socialist realist, sectarian. | 
needn’t have worried. Whatever the 
organizers proclaimed, they had cast 


ae nets wide. If I-eouldn’t — out - 


why, by their definition, Denise 
Levertov was out and Erica Jong was in, 
I was grateful for what I was getting — a 
marvelously diverse selection of poets. 
Nine of the women who read were black, 
eight were white, three were Asian- 
Americans, and one was from Latin 
America. The majority of the poets were 
women whom one rarely has a chance to 
hear, whose works are not terribly well- 
known. Their ages ranged from twenty- 
two to fifty-nine and their styles from 
radical glib to amazing grace; from 
black street idiom to well-groomed 
iambic pentameters. 


Along with these contrasts, it was the 


workshops which gave the Festival its 
special excellence. If at first I was put 
off by the notion of yet another “rap 
session,”’ in the end the questions posed 
were crucial to women and as 
compelling as the poetry. 

On a superficial level, workshop time 
provided a second look at poets whose 
work one had difficulty appreciating. I 
didn’t respond to much of Shirley 
Kaufman’s work, but I found her as a 
person warm and thoughtful. I greatly 
enjoyed her dicussion of Jewish 
traditions and immigrant grandmothers 
with the black poets who were 
describing their maternal heritage. 
Carolyn Kizer was another poet hard to 


approach through her poetry, which is 


mythologically recondite, allusive, and 
rhetorical in the manner of the Fifties. 
Yet in workshop she was benevolent and 
encouraging to the women reading, and 
direct and sensitive about their work. It 
was good to have-her there, a poet who 
had written about the lives of. women 
twenty years ago before there were 
ideological sanctions. And it was good 
to be presented with a physical 


presence, blond, Junoesque, elegant, 
middle-aged, so strikingly different 
from the majority of the women present. 

Most importantly the workshops 
helped to dispel that terrible sense of 
isolation felt by women writers. The 
beginners had a chance to ask simple 
questions: how often do you write?; do 
you keep poems or throw them away? 
do you revise? For the most part the 
poets had similar attitudes towards 
craft: work at least a bit every day; keep 
a journal; revise, revise; hold on to your 
work because it will ‘“ tell you where 
you’ve been.” I loved Susan Sherman’s 
response to one agonized and classic 
question about the relative importance 
of style to content: “Sometimes to 
change your style you have to change 
your life.” 


Other women wanted the answers to 
more difficult questions. Was it wise to 
have children? How does one survive as 
woman and artist? During a workshop 
discussion about tradition and children 
Marge Piercy commented that she had 
refused to bear children as one way of 
breaking that “eycle of policing mothers 
and daughters’’ and to affirm a 
conviction that we must find new ways 
to mother and father each other. It 
would have been interesting to hear 
what Audre Lorde thought about the 
alternative of lesbianism in a 
heterosexual society, However she did 
speak about “self-consciousness,” her 
phrase for the vital instinet,of survival 
which the black mother passes on to her 
children. 


The contrasting images of women 


presented by the black and the white © 


poets were striking. While the black 


exposed conditions of women that 
everyone had experienced, it did not 
imply conclusions familiar to much 
white poetry today. Hatred, rage, self- 
contempt, anguish are very large 
components of the poetry written by 
white women. But in the individual 
survival of the black woman lies the 
survival of black people, and this 


produces an attitude inclined to 


preserve the status quo between men 
and women and the old satisfactions of 
being a wife and mother. They are 
satisfactions which- will undoubtedly 
come to be more and more questioned. 
But for now, despite the note of intense 
racial bitterness, black poets imparted 
to the audiences their joy at being 
women. Having overcome self-hatred 
both as blacks and as women, they 
create powerfully affirmative images, 
one of the reasons why their presence at 
the Festival was so exhilarating and 


contributed so much. To have heard 


Gwendolyn Brooks read her poem, “The 
Mother’’, about the death of an aborted 
child, or Lucille Clifton read ‘‘An 
Ordinary Woman” was to come away 
feeling strong. 

Women will need strength as they 
continue to struggle with new 
adjystments and painful adaptations in 
a world with fewer and fewer guidelines. 
What the new work of Robin Morgan 
and Adrienne Rich reflects these days is 
the complexity of a situation which 
cannot progress as long as it is polarized 
into blacks and whites of sexual 
antagonisms. It is hard to live in gray 
areas, but Rich, when asked if she 
might prophecy. about a future feminine 
consciousness and culture (such are the 
hazards of being a spokeswoman!)

Marge Piercy 
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Film: ‘3 Musketeers’Cinematic Candy

THE THREE MUSKETEERS. 
Directed by Richard Lester.

Making his altogether 
triumphant return with The 
Three Musketeers, Richard 
Lester performs a balancing act 
strongly reminiscent of A Funny 
Thing Happened Un The Way 
To The Forum: the mood of both 
films is bounded on the one side 
by his taking his material 
(relatively) seriously, and on the 
other by his murderous comic 
vision. Lester’s Musketeers, 
even more than his Roman 
circus, sustains a precarious 
balance between those two 
extremes, so that it ends up 
more faithful to the details of 
the story than it is true to the 
spirit of it, more fun than it is 
outright funny. In any case, fun 
is the key word here; I’ve seen 
The Three Musketeers three 
times so far, at various times 
during the middle of the week, 
and I always walk out feeling 
like it’s Saturday afternoon. 
Lester sees in.the Musketeers 
a chance to cater to his 
audience’s closet appetite for 
gallantry while also appealing to 
its cynicism. So there is a thin 
element of social criticism to be 
found here, if you care to follow 
in the treadmarks of Peter 
Bogdanovich and look for it; the 
plot has D’Artagnan and the 
Musketeers risking their lives 
and sanity so that the honor of 
an impossibly spoiled Queen 
(Geraldine Chaplin) will not be 
betrayed. Yet Lester’s heroes are

less pawns in some medieval 
aristocracy’s game than they are 
cheerful eccentrics, as 
unmotivated in their way as his 
Petulia was in hers. And, like all 
Lester heroes, they are perpetual 
outsiders, living on the 
periphery of a world they barely 
care about, and aatenreed don’ t 
understand. 


These particular Musketeers 
and friends are as ingratiating as 
they are improbable, thanks to 
Lester’s genius for either casting 
against type (as he does with 
Chariton Heston, whose latent 
oiliness is done full justice by 
the character of Richelieu) or 
casting so close to type that his 
stars border on self-parody. 
Richard Chamberlain’s 
foppishness and his tendency to 


put on historical airs are | 


marvelously exaggerated here, 
as are Oliver Reed’s bearishness 
and would-be cunning. Raquel 
Welch is transformed into an 
outright oaf, with Lester 
knocking her down as often as 


possible and giving her the. 


script’s campiest lines to 
stumble over, while Faye 
Dunaway’s abilities as a sadistic 
heavy are played to the absolute 
hilt. (And when Welch and 
Dunaway finally have their 
catfight, in full ball gown 
regalia, they go at it with such 
relish it’s very difficult to 
believe there wasn’t some 
element of authenticity here.) 
Michael York makes the perfect 
Lester straight man, projecting 
all the earnestness and naivete 
of the good-natured dupe the 
screenplay turns him into. The 
even more perfect D’Artagnan 


would of course have been Paul 
McCartney; Lester originally 
planned to do a Beatles 
Musketeers way back when. 
However, the crucial 
performances here, the ones that 
really set the tone, come from 
old-time Lester bit players like 
Spike Milligan (as Welch’s 
cuckolded husband) and Roy 
Kinnear (as York’s faithful 
servant), who-mutter to 
themselves in perfect 
obliviousness to whatever goes 
on around them, running in 
their own crazy orbits like 
Buster Keaton circling Rome. 
Lester tries a similar approach 
with his Louis XIII character 
here, and if I didn’t find him 
quite as funny as the others it’s 
only because I’ve been spoiled 


by a different interpretation of . 


the same figure. Ken Russell 


turned his Louis (in The Devils) 
into an outright maniac, while 


’ Lester sees him as just one more 


likeable fool. 

Every scene here builds a 
wonderfully comic suspense out 
of surprise, because the whole 
film relies on a series of what’s- © 
wrong-with-this-pictureisms. 
When we see a’ peaceful village 
square, with a row of beer 
barrels stacked up on one side of 
the screen and a man carrying a 
basket of eggs on the other, and 
we know D’Artagnan is about to 
ride through town, the question 
is not so much what-will-the- 
damage-be but rather how-will- 
he-do-it-this-time. And Lester is 
forever confounding our 
expectations (D’Artagnan 
doesn’t run afoul of the eggs, but 
keep your eye on them just the

WILLIE DYNAMITE: Produced 
by Richard Zanuck, David 
Brown. Directed by Gilbert Moses

With Willie Dynamite the B- 
movie “black thriller’ has 
finally fulfilled the promise of 
creative potential that has 
always existed as part of the 
genre. This is the one with the 
difference: a most attractive 
production (sets, costumes, 
personnel), two excellent lead 
performances, generally superior 
playing in supporting roles, and 
best of all, a very well conceived, 
well written script. : 

In the abstract, Willie 
Dynamite is a battle between 
Ego, represented by Willie, a. 


New York City pimp, and 
Superego, in the form of Ms. 
Williams, an ex-hooker, free- 
lance social worker dedicated to 
putting Willie out of business. 
On another level Willie 
Dynamite plays as a send-up of 
the American corporate business 
structure with pimps as 
distributors of essential services, 
running a production-line 
industry rationalized down to 
the number of ten-minute tricks 
a healthy whore can turn when 
the Shriners are in town. The 
dramatic action occurs during a 
period when the leading black 
pimps in the City decide to form 
a cooperative trust to combat 
“the heat and the free lancers,”’ 
dividing New York into seven 
exclusive territories. But Willie

remains a maverick, refusing to 
join the association ostensibly 
because it is a limitation of free 
enterprise. 

Willie Dynamite is best of all 
at the ground level, at the genre 
level, as a film aimed at an 
equally rationalized market, 
combining all the elements 
thought necessary to success in 
that market: comedy, tough 
talk, crime, and action. At this 
level Willie Dynamite is a 
transcendant smash, the 
epitome of the “black thriller” 
genre, and, owing to its self- 
mocking good humor, 


simultaneously a self-contained 
critique of the genre. 

Throughout the film, Willie, 
played by Roscoe Orman, and 
Ms. Williams, played by the late 
Diana Sands, battle for the 
“‘souls’’ of Willie’s seven 
chickadees. The upshot of the 
confrontation is that through 
Ms. Williams’~ investigation, 
Willie’s bank accounts are 
impounded by the Infernal 
Revenue, and Willie is charged 
with one count each of carrying 
a concealéd weapon and 
possession of narcotics. Then, 
realistically — because all 
thrillers lately, black or cop or 
otherwise, have made a more or 
less impassioned, more or less 
false claim to realism — Willie’s 
case is dismissed since these are 
first offenses. 


But that is only the realistic 
ending. For a second ending, 
following the death of his 
mother and the embrace of his 
Superego, Willie repents, 
proving not that crime does not 
pay, but (truer to the tenets of 
American moviedom) that the 
love of a woman has a greater 
regenerative power than all the 
prisons and rehab programs and 
lectures from judges and 
preachers and teachers in the 
world. 

Ron Cutler’s script is one of 
the first in a long time to have 


solid well-structured dramatic 


scenes. Willie’s exacting from a 
young, disgruntled whore the 
promise of continuing service is 
your standard proposal of 
Richard III to Lady Anne. But 
then Cutler turns the scene 


around when a sexually 
ambivalent Ms. Williams frees 
herself from the embrace of a 
diffident Willie, growing to love 
him and setting him aside all in 
one. The top level meeting of 
New York pimps works 
comically as well as other scenes 
work melodramatically or 
violently. 
Gilbert Moses’ direction is 
_good throughout, and reaches its 
apogee when he switches to a 
high angle to. show white 
conventioneers milling about 
the body of a murdered black 
prostitute in a public place as if 
to say this is what the death of a 
woman looks like, fascinating, 
ordinary.

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“Music: No Nation But Rock and Soul 


By Peter Herbst 

Van the Man has always been 
his own man. Having moved 
from Belfast to Boston to 
Woodstock to Marin, California, 
his accent knows no nation but 
rock and soul. From ‘“Brown- 
_Eyed Girl” to Astral Weeks to 
“Domino” and “Wild Night” 
he’s always stayed one step 
ahead of his interpreters, locked 
into a private musical universe, 
paying little heed to concurrent 
developments in the rock world. 
His manic, pacing stage style 
has always seemed to come, not 
from the soul men after whom 
he’s patterned his vocal style 
but from an irrepressible desire 
to communicate what can’t be 
said in words. 

His intense preoccupation 
with himself is precisely what 
creates the fierce dichotomy one 
finds among those who have 
listened to his music. Those 
willing to be swept up find 
themselves exalted; those 
unwilling to take music on Van’s 
terms find themselves 
unutterably bored. His songs 
and extended pieces are often 
repetitious, and the body of his 
work is bothersomely same- 
sounding. But he sings as few 
other white singers can; his wine- 
dark voice testifies with stark 
sincerity, without the stigma of 
imitation which sours the appeal 
of Greg Allman or Joe Cocker. 

His appearance at the 
Harvard Square Theater was in 
the grand Morrison tradition of 
the unexpected. No artist of 
Van’s stature had ever appeared 
there before. Had he gone 
through the normal promotional 
channels (read: Don Law) he 
might well have done two shows 
at the Music Hall, playing to 
8,000 or so listeners. Instead, he 
hooked up with local blues guru 
Dick Waterman and 


Windowpane Productions to do 
two shows at the Harvard 
Square Theater for a little over 
3,000 people. 

Chubby and rumpled, he 
looked more like a roadie than a 
musician when he first 
wandered onstage. The initial 
set, acoustically supported (by 
piano, reeds, a strange-looking 
acoustic bass guitar and an 
inaudible Martin played 
directly into the mike) was a 
muddy, on and off affair. The 


songs — “Ballerina,” “To Be 
Born Again” and ‘‘Madame 
George’’ — were not 


immediately familiar and Van’s 
enunciation (or rather his lack of 
it) made it impossible to 
understand the lyrics. Since the 


bass and lead guitars were . 


neither loud nor forceful Van’s 
harshly strummed nebulous- 
sounding Ovation acoustic was 
propelled into prominence. As 
the songs winded down all that 
could be heard were the Ovation 
and Van’s hesitant incantations. 
To be fair, though, it should be 
mentioned that there were some 
exciting flute-piano interactions 
during these numbers and the 
rendition of ‘“‘Brown-Eyed Girl,”’ 
which capped the set, was a 
mellow treat. 

If the first segment was vague 
and meditative, the second was 
focused and searingly energetic. 
Throughout, the Caledonia Soul 
Express was both metrically 
precise and explosive, creating a 
perfectly realized instrumental 
complement to Van’s soul-style 
vocalizing. (The guitarist, whose 
name I failed to catch, should be 
singled out for his controlled 
soul picking.) ““Those Dreams of 
You” and “Warm Love,” done 
at a fast tempo, first indicated 
the reservoir of power Van’s 
voice still has at its disposal.

“T’ll Be Leaving,” with the band 
singing a gospel chorus, simply 
broke down the barricades.

It seems undeniable, after all 
the musical incarnations and 
changes of locale, that Van 
Morrison has always been, 
above all, a white man drawn to 
black music. He has been so 
drawn, not for social but for 
personal reasons; he simply 
cannot express himself 
adequately in any other way. At 
the Harvard Square Theater 
concert, no longer youthful, very 


‘much a journeyman entertainer, 


Van appeared to me to be the’ 
only true sould man rock has 
ever produced. 

Appearing before Van was 
another journeyman musician, 
Chris Smither, introduced as 
Cambridge’s most neglected 
entertainer. Chris has 
apparently not expanded his 
repertoire in the last few years, 
because his set of “Statesboro 
Blues,’’ ‘‘Love You Like A 
Man,” Paul Geremia’s ‘‘Henry 
David Thoreau” (an ecology 
song set to “Johnny B. Goode’’), 
“Another Way To Find You” 
and, as an encore, ‘‘Wine 
Spodeodee” included nothing he 
wasn’t doing two years ago. 

He is a folk musician, a 
traditional musician, and 
perhaps there’s something to be 
said for the fact that his 
repertoire has become a 
tradition. He’s certainly refined 
his treatment of his material. 
The vocals throughout were the 
strongest I’ve heard him do (and 
he’s always been a strong singer) 
and his well-detailed 
fingerpicking on “‘Love You Like 
A Man” was breathtaking. But 
it sure would help if he’d come 
up with some new songs — my 
comments on him are beginning 
to sound traditional too.

Critic John Litweiler has 
called Ayler “the very finest, the 
truest revolutionary, the one 
heroically original mind” among 
the second generation of new 
musicians. The first generation 
is an amorphous, undefined 
group, but definitely includes 
Ornette Coleman and Cecil 
Taylor and should also reflect 
the earlier expressive vistas of 
Charles Mingus, the theory of 
George Russell, such 
mainstream / experimental 
fence-stradlers as Sonny Rollins, 
John Coltrane and Eric Dolphy 
and the uncategorizable 
Sun Ra. Their collective 
discoveries include the 
abandonment of traditional 
harmony, a non-metric feeling of 
rhythmic pulse, the tonal 
variety available through free 
pitch and “noise” elements, and 
the dense textures of collective 
improvisation. With the 
exception of Taylor, however, 
the early-sixties work of the 
innovators, even Coleman and 
Coltrane, was usually conceived 
in terms of linear melodic 
development and regularly 
recurring rhythms. 

In 1964, Albert Ayler made 
the great leap to a purely free 
music. The overtones, split

Salvation Army band on LSD” 
is how Dan Morgenstern 
described the Ayler group 
experience; at its best, as on the

Robert Palmer’s liner notes to 
the Impulse set state quite 
clearly that by the time Ayler 
signed with Impulse in 1966 his 
most influential work had been 
done, but this doesn’t tell the 
whole story.

The Impulse 
years saw a de-intensification 
and then a abandonment of 
Ayler’s more radical traits 
unparalleled since jazz 
musicians first recognized the 
art/entertainment dichotomy.

The first two sides of this 
collection, each presenting the 
music chronologically, are 
fascinating documents of Ayler’s 
journey. Part of the journey was 
a shift from total original to 
individualistic emulator. 1964 
Ayler sounded like no other 
saxophonist; if any influence 
was discernible, it was pianist 
Cecil Taylor (who used Ayler as 
a sideman in. 1963). In 
retrenchment, Ayler finally 
revealed the voices of 
predecessors Sonny Rollins (the 
calypsoish “New Ghosts”) and 
John Coltrane (“Water Music,” 
“Oh,! Love of Life”’). In his last 
years Ayler was a superb 
reflector of tenor sax tradition, 
but definitely something less 
than he had been. 

The puzzling question posed 
by this Ayler anthology is “Why 
the change?’’ Many answers 
have been offered, none of which 
are conclusive. Writers and 
listeners fond of conspiracy 
theories are convinced that 
Impulse made Ayler lighten up, 
while others think Ayler made 
his last records solely for the 
money.

Brendel’s Den Pride Pianists 


Is Alfred Brendel the most 
widely recorded classical pianist 
in history? Perhaps he is only 
tied with Horowitz, Richter, 
Rubinstein, or Serkin pere, but 
it is probably safe to say that 
more listeners have learned 
more of the standard repertory 
from Brendel’s ubiquitous Vox 
and Turnabout discs than from 
any other pianist (including his 
fellow label work-horse, Walter 
Klien). Brendel turned from Vox 
to Vanguard for a few 
recordings, and now his stock 
has been rising by virtue of a 
relatively recent contract with 
the great label Philips. His 
interpretations have steadily 
deepened, but they’ve always 
been sound; with Philips he has 
completed his second Beethoven 
sonata cycle (being released bit 
by bit in this country), and has 
apparently begun Schubert and 
Liszt cycles as well. 


Critics have always raved 
about his playing, but I didn’t 
know just how great an artist he 
had become until a little over 
two weeks ago, when he visited 
Boston and gave the most 
perfectly executed, clearly 
conceived, sensitively 
modulated and, indeed, lovely 
sounding piano recital I have 
ever heard. And this in a 
program of great scope: Haydn’s 
late, shining, weighty E-flat 
sonata no. 59 (Hoboken 
XVI/49); Beethoven’s 
withdrawn opus 101 sonata and 
his next-to-last piano 
composition, the quirky and 


exquisite opus 126 bagatelles; 


and Schumann’s large and deep - 


C major fantasy, opus 17. The 
Haydn sums up the classical 
style; the Beethoven stretches 
and transforms it; the 
Schumann, using Beethoven 
material in an entirely different 
methodology, celebrates its end. 

With each piece one could ask 
why no one else plays it as 
easily, limpidly, and inevitably 
as Brendel. Surely the 
composers themselves would 
have instantly recognized this as 
great musicianship. The Haydn 
was noble, calm, utterly 
transparent; the Beethoven 
suitably abrupt, enigmatic, 
witty. From where I sat in 
Jordan Hall it sounded as 
though even the piano was at its 
best that afternoon, ringing bell- 
like, round and clear. 

Schumann’s opus 17 fantasy 
begins in apparent confusion, 
discourses passionately for three 
movements, roams through 
several keys, and resolves at the 
last possible moment (after a 
few false endings) in C. It is hard 
to play and harder to hold 
together, but Brendel soared, 
probed, yet never flagged (to 
mix metaphors), and such care 
and continuity made the work 
seem Schumann’s greatest 
statement. Like Charles Rosen’s 
cerebral nor’easter in early 
February, Brendel’s Schumann 
was a musical event to which 
one finds one’s self returning 
again and again for nourishing 
contemplation. 

The piece is fairly well-served 


by recordings, for those who 
wish to study it. Brendel’s 
Vanguard rendition has been 
inexcusably deleted, so the 
current best, I think, is 
Ashkenazy’s (London). It is 
grand and suitably passionate, 
though less well held together 
and insightful than Brendel was 
here. Kempff (DG) gives a good, 
sturdy, square-toed reading, but 
one with some poetry; Maurizio 
Pollini (also DG) has a recent 
version out that I find a bit 
obvious, fragmented, and not 
quite as sensitive or climactic as 
is wanted, but one which is 
technically first-rate and 
coupled with a good reading of 
the sprawling sonata opus 11. 

Further pianistic round-up: 
Dartmouth teacher Gabriel 
Chodos played at Regis college 
recently and, though he had to 
fight an obstinate piano most of 
the time, his treatment of the 
andante from Schubert’s B-flat 
sonata was sublime — hushed, 
heart-breaking in its 
modulations, and altogether as 
radiant and exalted as some 
heavenly vision. 

Recent Clara Haskil award 
winner Richard Goode showed, a 
couple of weeks ago at Jordan 
Hall, what happens when you 
ignore the composer’s 
instructions: a Brahms viola- 
= sonata (opus 120 no. 1, 

cott Nickrene the violist) that 
lacked power or profile 
(Brahms’s dynamic markings 
are most important) and a 
Beethoven opus 110 without 
propulsion or dynamic punch, 


one that was also improperly 
accented, as well as blurred and 
prettified. 

Finally, to go way back, 
Viadimir Ashkenazy at 
Symphony Hall gave us delicate 
and inordinately nimble 
Chopin, following what I 
thought to be glib Beethoven, 
early and late; and Arthur 
Rubinstein before that, playing 
only Chopin, scrambled 
frantically about the keyboard 
(to much worshipful applause) 


but showed that the mastery is | 


not entirely gone by virtue of an 
unbelievably seamless, 
controlled, gorgeously-colored 
‘funeral march’’ movement 
from the opus 35 sonata. 

The Cantata Singers’ 
performance of a month ago was 
typically loving, enthusiastic, 
careful (perhaps a bit too much 
so) and everywhere adept. New 
director Philip Kelsey could 
have let some things proceed 
with a bit more freedom and a 
wider dynamic and expressive 
range, but it was still an evening 
of many pleasures. Tenor Karl 
Dan Sorensen’s voice was 
fabulously rich; soprano Susan 
Larson sang, as usual, 
stunningly and the orchestra 
sounded more alert than ever. 
Bach’s cantata s. 125, especially 
the quartet (tenor, bass, first 
and second violins) who get to 
enact God’s light shooting 
about, was a thrill. The four 
Sweelinck psalm settings, with 
their “random” polyphony and 
almost catch-like quality, were 
likewise most striking; in fact, in 


psalm 61, where Sweelinck 
passes the ch-ch-ch of 
“‘choisirai’’ all around the 
chorus, one felt as though one 
were listening through 
headphones to the phasing 
tricks of some imaginative rock 
producer. 

All of the Cantata Singers’ 
affectionate talent contrasted 
sharply to the half-assed 
attitude of the B.S.O. Chamber 
Players’ concert in the same 
week. Beethoven’s “Kakadu” 
variations received a static 
approach, though otherwise they 
were all right, but Louis Spohr’s 
long-winded nonet was so 
fumblingly sight-read that even 
the players were laughing as 
they walked off afterwards. 
Finally, I had thought their 
treatment of Seymour Shiffrin’s 
lovely, imaginative, often 
brooding “Serenade” was fairly 
good if a little unfocused; a 
friend with a score reported that 
the rhythms, as well as much 
else, were entirely askew. (A 
taped broadcast later confirmed 
all of these impressions.) The 
B.S.O. Chamber players should 
have taken as a model the up- 
and-coming Tokyo String 
Quartet, who had played a few 
weeks before. In their hands 
Bartok’s first quartet sounded to 
me like what Beethoven would 
have turned to after his five late 
quartets — those rhythms, 
textures, even the chord voicings 
and intervals, in a performance 
with finesse, zip, and style, the 
best version I have heard, 
including recordings.

In a recent interview, prior to 
the release of this record, Aretha 
said that the poor critical 
reception of Hey Now Hey was 
forcing her “‘to get back to blues 
and funky things because that’s 
what people seem to want to 
hear.” That, along with some 
advance reports about some of 
the songs that were to be 
included on the album gave rise 
to a lot of optimistic speculation 
among Aretha followers that this 
was going to be as strong a 
“comeback” album as Spirit In 
The Dark was. 

Well Aretha is the biggest and 
baddest voice out there. No one 
knows that better than Jerry 
Wexler. He went to considerable 
lengths to keep her on the label. 
He’s also been responsible for 
producing Aretha’s finest 


is the strongest band track and 
“Ain’t Nothing Like The Real 
Thing” and “If You Don’t 
Think” (reminiscent of the 
Muscle Shoals days) showcase 
Aretha’s voice better than 
anything on the last album. 
Even as unlikely a song as 
Bobby Goldsboro’s “With Pen 
In Hand” is given a forceful and 
personal reading by Aretha. 

For the second album in a row 
though; Aretha seems to be at a 
loss for direction, for the sure 
sense of herself that was heard 
on the early Muscle Shoals 
albums and again on the 
enigmatic Young, Gifted and 
Black session. 4

Fairport Convention: NINE 
(A&M SP-3603 ) 

When we last saw the 
Fairports (any band that’s 
recorded as many albums and 


the syrupy title track), sung by 
Swarb in his unsinkable 
Brittanic voice. There’s so much 
of the old F’port that comes 
back in this tune: supertasteful 
Mattacks drumming, Pegg’s 
imaginative use of beat, and the 
traditional fiddle harmonies 
lithely played by Swarb. Next 
up is another trad number

Swarb’s writing is still pretty 
trite, and Lucas is not the foil for 
him that Richard Thompson 
was, but Lucas can hold his own 
now. His “Bring ‘Em Down” 
goes “Plainsman” one better 
and about three steps moodier, 
while “Possibly Parsons Green”’ 
is a textbook example of the 
right way for a folk band to rock 
out: Keep it joyous, and mix 
Swarb (who likes rock but really 
doesn’t understand it at all) way 


Jorma and Casady seemed to 
be retrieving those missing roots 
when they went acoustic.

With 
departure of blues fiddler Papa 
John Creach, Hot Tuna has lost 
its only defense against 
regression. Dense electric songs 
like ‘‘Easy Now,’’ “In the 
Kingdom,” and “I See the 
Light” (surely, one hopes, an 
ironic title) depend too much on 
naked musicianship alone to 
share the saving mood magic of 
“Soliloquy for Two,” “Corners 
Without Exits,” and “Living 
Just for You” (the last album’s 


complementary mix. The 
emphasis is on the healthy 
effects of collaboration, and the 
warm, affirmative music which 
ensues is a worthwhile contrast 
to much of today’s more 
assertive and plugged-in sound. 

Witherspoon and Webster, for 
example, are two men made for 
each other.

though, is far from a 
resurrection of past glories. If 
the songs appeal, melodically, to 
a bygone state of mind, the 
musicianship too recalls why the 
high San Francisco style had to 
die. When Jorma and Jack 
Casady formed Hot Tuna, they 
seemed to be mining the blues 
and country music for the 
grooves that were missing in all 
but the best of the Bay Area 
bands (read Dead and early 
Airplane). A musical habit had 
developed in accord with the 
ideology of the Height: ignore 
the earth, and by implication a 
groove, and reach instead for the 
airy heights. Thus, drummers 
and bassists grew too fond of 
cymbals and top-singers, 
neglecting the need for solid 
beats and bottoms in order to 
join in the lust for incantation. 


pervades all but Jorma’s two 
mild acoustic instrumentals. 


Though he still exudes sincerity, - 


Jorma’s soloing has lost its 
ingenuity and its lyricism. And 
Casady, a onetime mister funk, 
hardly wants to swing anymore 
preferring Sammy’s swamps 
instead.

The half-dozen albums in 
Verve’s “Previously Unreleased 
Recordings” series are products 
of the early sixties. This period 
could be called Verve’s Phase 
Two, coming after controversial 
producer Norman Granz sold 
the label to MGM, the most 
successful items in the batch 
rely on a formula Granz 
perfected: making good matches 
with artists who don’t regularly

Verve refused to issue, driving 
the band to the Mainstream 
label. Why this session was 
withheld for so long is a mystery:

The genius of the Getz/Evans 
album does not come from 
joining the leaders, two men 
with obviously sympathetic 
approaches, but from backing 
them with Elvin Jones. Subdued 
when compared to his work with 
Coltrane at the time (1963), 
Elvin is still thrashing, and Getz 
in particular responds in kind. 
Ron Carter and Richard Davis 
share bass duties, making this 
quite an all-star aggregation 
For evidence of the good feelings 
the session produced, check out 
the Gene Krupa Trio put-on at

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Theatre: Real Brandeis

Anten Chekhov's THE THREE 
SISTERS, John Gay’s THE 
BEGGAR’S OPERA, and William 
Shakespeare’s MEASURE FOR 
MEASURE; in repertory. New 
York City Acting Company, at 
Spingold Theater, Brandeis. 
Closed. 

It’s a thrill to have a real 
repertory company in town, 
even for a little while. Lots of 
companies falsely term 
themselves “‘repertory,”’ but the 
genuine article is something 
very special. It depends upon a 
single group of actors performing 
several plays on alternate days. 
An actor who takes on a large 
role in one play will settle for a 
secondary part in another, and 
vice versa. The City Center 
Acting Company was in 
repertory at Spingold last week, 
and they performed three classic 
plays a total of seven times in six 
days; that alone is an 
accomplishment most rare in 
Boston. It provided the best 
classic theater I’ve seen here this 
year. 

The great strengths of this 
company are youthfulness, 
exuberance, and a talent for 
ensemble playing. Everyone 
knows how to react to everyone 
else while on stage. The 
weaknesses are those shared by 
most American companies: an 
insufficient training in the color 
and inflection of the voice, a 
difficulty in rising to moments of 
intensity without a sense of 
“‘posing,’”” and — an all too 
common bane — a deficient 
understanding of Shakespeare’s 
language which results in 
egregiously mis-stressed lines 
that render perfectly simple 
thoughts into high-flown 
gibberish. There is, too, an 
unbalanced reliance on 
anomalous stage-gimmickry 
that suggests the company does 
not yet quite trust its 
playwrights, if not its actors. 
Still and all, the over-all 
impression was refreshing, 
entertaining and provocative. 


Gay’s Beggar’s Opera, 
directed by Gene Lesser, came 
off best, I think. The company 
reveled in its cynicism and 
bawdy. The songs were finely 
articulated, and Patti LuPone’s 
rendition of Lucy’s revenge-aria 
was a genuine high point. 
Richard Ooms as Peachum and 
Sam Tsoutsouvas as Lockit stole 
the show with their professional 
dash whenever they were on 
stage. Even here, though, one 
could notice the frequent 
gestures accompanying words 
and lyrics that so often dissolve 
into physical non sequiturs 
when the text finally denies 
what they import. 


Chekhov’s The Three Sisters, 
under Boris Tumarin’s 
direction, was particularly 
instructive after I had seen 
Olivier’s film earlier that day. 
Olivier’s approach, not- 
withstanding Joan 
Plowright’s magnificent Masha, 
was lugubrious in a typically 
English approach to Chekhov. 
The City Center group caught 
much better Chekhov’s comic 
ensemble and the absurdly 
touching atmosphere of private 
confessions falling on deaf ears. 
They also retained what seemed 
to me a hundred lines cut from 
the play in Olivier’s film version 
— lines that, among other 
things, told us something about 
the characters’ ages that Olivier 
dared not attempt with his 
largely middle-aged cast. 


The touchstone of any serious 
acting company, of course, is 
Shakespeare. Despite the warm 
response of audience and Boston 
critics to this company’s 
Measure for Measure, I’m afraid 
it was a cheap travesty of the 
play. It is false to assume that if 
the company respected the 
decorum of the play by keeping 
a sharp distinction between the 
Duke’s serious dignity and the 
comedy of the pimps and bawds 
the play would either fall apart 
or not come across. I have seen

this play eight times, and four of 
those productions were truly 
magnificent and moving 
because distinctions were made. 
But if the Duke is played for 
laughs and turns out to be 
uncomfortable in his friar- 
disguise the entire issue is 
clouded. 


Let me mention two other 
instances of cheapness that 
managed to ruin the moral 
intensity of the play. At the 
beginning, when Isabella 
appears at the Convent of St. 
Clare as a prospective novitiate, 
the nun Francisca outlines with 
perfect and serious logic one of 
the Order’s rules: ‘“‘When you 
have vowed, you must not speak 
with men / But in the presence 
of the prioress; / Then, if you 
speak, you must not show your 
face, / Or, if you show your face, 
you must not spéak.’’ Now, that 
contains no contradiction, no 
absurdity. But either lack of 
understanding, or a penchant 
for slick cheapness, motivated 
director John Houseman to ask 
for a scatterbrained reading, as 
the nun couldn’t remember 
what the rule was, as if the two 
injunctions were in some way at 
odds one with another, and this 
was followed by a physical 
gesture of senile lack of memory 
on the part of the nun, lifting 
first one hand then another, and 
shaking her head as if to catch 
the true meaning of an absurd 
rule. It brought the cheap laugh, 
all right, but at some cost to 
what Shakespeare is trying to 
tell us about Isabella and her 
ideal pursuits. This same nun, 
at the intense moment of 
Isabella’s accusation against 
Angelo in the last act, whooped 
into a comic ejaculation of shock 
when Isabella called Angelo a 
‘‘virgin violator’’ and the 


_audience cracked up; too bad.

The revolution is not a movie 
that was shown in 1968. The 
explosions which occurred then 
were not isolated pop-ups, 
unassociated phenomena 
coming from nowhere and 
disappearing again into 
nowhere. They were the direct 
result of revolutionary work — in 
many fields — which had been 
done over the past century and a 
half or more. The explosions of 
the sixties were not merely a 
response to thousands of years of 
repression, nor merely to the 
recent sternly repressive years; 
they rose out of hundreds of 
deliberate revolutionary acts of 
thought and action, acts of great 
power, which have injected the 
entire planet with new social, 
psychological, cultural, and 
political information, 
understanding, and feelings. 

The flashes of the sixties were 
like the sudden breaking of 
plants through the skin of the 
earth. Now the plants are 
growing and spreading. 

We are living in a vast 
historical panorama of 
revolution. Of course the Great 
Opposing Camp, the 
Establishment, will do 
everything it can to obliterate it 
from view. It will even pretend 
that it no longer exists. It will 


even try to say that streaking, 
for instance, is some trivial 
expression of a childish impulse 
and not a cheerful attempt to 
recover liberty and to proclaim 
with ardor and humor the purity 
and glory of the human body. 
Streaking is another expression 
of the ever-widening anarchist 
tendency. 


The confrontational politics 
so evident in the sixties have 
grown into the organizational 
politics of today, which, because 
they are less public, are less 
evident. We are no longer 
jumping up and down and 
screaming our outrage. Those of 
us who wish to transform the 
system know now that this 
transformation depends on 
massive action on the part of 
working people and others who 
are strong enough and organized 
enough afid prepared enough to 
out-strategize the ruthlessness 
of capital and the state. This is a 
period of organization and study 
in order to accomplish this 
massive action. This is the 
beginning of the period in which 
we study the alternatives 
carefully, and prepare to obtain 
them, and prepare to deal with 
the desperation of a dying and 
neurotic hierarchy which is so 
feelingless that few shreds of 
ethos remain in its composition. 

This is a time of making 
choices, of the beginning of the 
massing of forces. This is a 
period in which each of us must 
pass through a rite of study so 
that we can take a decisive and 
necessary step — the step which 
brings us to identifying 
ourselves politically — because 


we know now that it is no longer 
sufficient to criticize the status 
quo, and we know that it is no 
longer sufficient to try to 
improve the old system. It is 
beyond repair. 


In order to replace that 
bankrupt system with 
something else, we have to know 


what that something else is. In 
France in 1968 the working 

people were ready in practically 
every way to take the next step, 
in every way but one — they did 
not know what the next step 
should be. Now they are figuring 
it out. That is what we are all 
doing. Now people are coming to 
identify themselves politically

so that we know not only what 
we are moving away from but 
what we are moving toward. 
And what it is called. The name 
must come out of the closet if 
the movement is to gain 
strength. 

Seven Meditations on 
Political Sado-Masochism is our 
attempt to give theatrical

analysis of the social structure 
and to our understanding of how 
this master/ slave system could 
change, and into what it could 
change, 

The work that The Living 
Theatre Collective is involved in 
now is our attempt to be an 
active element in a revolution in 
which the capitalist slave state 
is replaced by a freer communal 
system in which neither the 
individual nor the collective is 
sacrificed to the other and which 
can be identified as anarchist or 
communist-anarchist. 

This play is our attempt to get 
through and to say, this is who 
we are, this is where we are at, 
this is what we have seen in our 
visions of the past, the present 
and the future. 

This is our attempt to be part 
of the current historical process 
of finding out who we are, where 
we have come from, where we 
are going. 

This is our attempt to 
contribute to the common 
struggle to create a new political 
identity in an authoritarian 
system which has tried to 
eliminate all alternatives, even 
in our thinking. 

This is our attempt to join in 
the movement’s rite of study, to 
open all heads to new ideas. 
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Sculpture Fair Inman Sq.? 


By Kenneth Baker 
Proposals to put art in outdoor 
public places always seem to 
generate controversy. The recent 
proposal of a sculpture to occupy 
the triangular traffic island in 
Inman Square, Cambridge is no 
exception. 

As part of a federally funded 
Urban Beautification Program, 
Inman Square is to be 
spruced up with some bus 
shelters, benches, and trees. No 
controversy about that, so far as 
I know. But then there’s the 
traffic island which seems to ask 
for special treatment. The 
Traffic Department advised the 
planners that a tree was out of 
the question because the ground 
beneath the island is thick with 
pipes and cables and would 
never be able to accomodate tree 
roots. 

By coincidence, I am told, 
Robert Sturgis, partner of Paul 
Felony, the architect handling 
the Square project, happened to 
be talking with the sculptor, 
Mark Faverman, at the time the 
traffic island problem was under 
discussion. Faverman, who is 
head of the Boston Visual 
Artists’ Union, and an urban 


> 


object to the. design itself but 
thought that the sculpture 
would only make it more 
difficult for people, especially 
strangers to the area, to orient 
themselves in the already 
confusing traffic situation. A 
lady shopper who lives in the 
neighborhood thought it would 
enhance the atmosphere of the 
Square but didn’t want 
something that would attract 
more people to the area. An 
elderly gentleman in a porkpie 
hat said “I have no use for art.” 
Several people I asked had only 
heard about the proposal by 
word of mouth and weren’t 
interested in knowing more. 


The alternatives to going 
along with the proposed 
sculpture include leaving the 
island as is, and the possibility 
of a public competition to 
determine whose sculpture 
should occupy the site. The 
trouble with competitions is 
that they invariably leave 
everyone dissatisfied except the 
winner. It is to Mark 
Faverman’s credit that he is 
asking a-very small fee for his 
work on the project. His design

the cheap refusal to recognize 
Shakespeare’s decorum. 

I offer the following comments 
to all companies performing 
Shakespeare. Don’t act the lines 
until you understand what they 
mean, or you will be saying 
gibberish! When Isabella 
prefixes her initial comments to 
Angelo by saying “I have a 
brother...”” and learns that he is 
to die, she resignedly switches to 
a past tense and says “I had a 


stupidity to read that line (as it 


.was read last week) stressing 


only the word “brother”; it 
makes no sense at all. And when 
Lucio comments in an aside on 
how Isabella had almost ruined 
her chances with Angelo by 
using the word ‘‘bribe’’ 
figuratively before a judge who 
usually takes such terms 
literally, he says: “You had 
marred ail else,” meaning “You 
would have ruined everything 
otherwise (i.e., if you hadn’t 
explained that you meant 
“bribe” figuratively).” But if an 
actor stresses ‘“‘marred’’ and 
“else”’ he obscures eternally the 
simple sense that sentence 


Houseman ought to know these 
things. 

‘ What I have said above is not 
meant in the spirit of pedantry 
or purism. Decorum and speech- 
stress are perhaps the two most 
important aspects of 
Shakespearian theater that are 
ignored at the expense of the 
play’s meaning. If they had been 
observed last week, Measure for 
Measure would have come 
across as both a funnier and a 
more serious play; such are the 
paradoxes of Shakespeare. Still 
and all, it was good to have such 
a talented company around for a 
while.

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Books: Poets Look Into Prose Windows

THE POET'S STORY. edited by 
Howard Moss, Macmillan. 268 
pages, $7.95. 

What is the difference 
between poetry and prose? This 
bootless question still bothers 
those who would make brilliant 
postal clerks. The issue is a 
quagmire. Not that nothing is to 
be said about it, but having said 
what you can say, where are 
you? Still outside the meanings 
‘of the writing at hand. 

Howard Moss. has gathered 
twenty-two short prose works by 
writers who are mainly poets. 
The question is, If you read this 
anthology without any 
knowledge of the contributors’ 
other work, would you.intuit any 
special kinship? Probably not. 
The stories are tightly 
controlled, their vocabularies 
are often resourceful (even a bit 
recondite), and a subject often 
pondered is creativity, the 
relation between artist and art. 
But of course these things are 
true of any good fiction 
anthology nowadays, even if the 
authors are bakers or wallpaper- 
_ ‘hangers. 

In his introduction Moss 
teases the question of prose vs. 
poetry awhile, coming up with 
associations which do tend to be 
the case: fiction centers’ on 
character, poetry on image; a 
novelist looks out windows, a 
poet into mirrors. Moss has to 
admit that “the distinction 
between fiction writers and 
poets is becoming obsolete ... it 
might be more useful to think of 
authors as mirror-writers or 
window-writers.’’ But Moss 
realizes how tentative such a 
distinction must be: ‘‘Good 
writers hover, like angels caught 
in a magnetic field, between the 
mirror and the window.” 

I spot seven angels in The 
Poet’s Story and fifteen lesser 
cherubim, a few of them very 
lesser. Jacobsen, Merrill. 
Merwin, Millay, 
Rukeyser and Van Dyn have 
succeeded in constructing 
stories that work, with real plots 
and sustained,, contagious 
excitement. ‘‘On The Island”’ by 
Josephine Jacobsen is 
outstanding, a thriller with eerie 
Conradian atmosphere and a 
horrifyingly understated climax. 
Beneath the tension is a 
meditation on determinism. 

James Merrill’s ‘Driver’ 
culminates in a fine encounter 
with derangement reminiscent 
of Flannery O’Connor. This 
story is about how Americans 
feel compelled to go nowhere 
fast. 

Merwin’s “Return To The 
Mountains” is enthralling but 
promises a much more 
plumbable mystery than it 
achieves. Merwin settles for 
impenetrable mystery. Moss 
says Merwin “makes us aware 
that there is more than we can 
see.” Ye-e-es. 

Millay’s ‘“‘Murder In The 
Fishing Cat’’ is a witty 
entertainment. Like many other 
contributors, Millay writes 
about derangement, 
hallucinations; so does Sylvia 
Plath, in a far more disturbing 
way. Her “Johnny Panic And 
The Bible Of Dreams” is a little 
masterpiece — madness seen 
from the inside, as the one true 
and passionate reality. Plath’s 
metaphors are brilliant. This 
story encourages me to return to 
her poetry. 

Now I have to mention the 
disappointments. The stories by 
Berryman and Justice fail 
because the authors are too coy, 
hoard their secrets too stingily. 
It’s as if these poets are afraid of 
over-exposing themselves in 
prose. Garrigue is over-written, 
Hollander flimsy, Koch amusing 
but. interminable, O’Hara 
amazingly unfunny, Schuyler 
tediously self-indulgent, 
Swenson boring/empty/cutesy. 


‘‘Life, Death And Other 
Dreams” skips away from the 
reader; Schuyler doubts his 
ability to say anything 
meaningful. This doubt can 
cripple, and does here. 

Between the best and the 
worst are several competent, 
worthwhile stories, notably 
those by Kizer and Logan. 

Most of Moss’s poets seem to 


‘have tried to play the 


prosewriter’s ballgame without 
violating conventions. Two 


exceptions: Koch’s ‘‘The 
Postcard Collection”’ is an 
experiment story-as-essay, 


Sexton’s “All God’s Children 
Need Radios” is a story-as- 
journal. These unusual forms 
seem promising, but these two 
efforts advertise more than they 
deliver. I’m certain there are 
many writers who write poetry 
who are also exploring new ways 
of saying something solid, 
important, completed and 
exciting in prose. Moss’s 
anthology is valuable but in no 
way comprehensive; there is 
room for other anthologies in 
which writers attempt to 
transcend their job-definitions.

Two important books have 
fallen into my hands during the 
past week, one courtesy of a 
friend at Cronopios bookstore in 
Amherst and the other through 
the mail. The Publish-It- 
Yourself Handbook, printed by 
offset, contains 29 essays on how 
to publish your own work and 
start your own presses by 
individuals who have 
successfully done so and an 
introductory essay about Paine, 
Blake, Poe, Whitman, Joyce, 
Pound, Lawrence and other 
grand predecessors in the self- 
publishing tradition. The large- 
Whole COSMEP 
(Committee of Small Magazine 
Editors and Publishers) 


‘Catalog includes full page 


descriptions and excerpts from 
271 small magazines and presses 
in this country. 

Together, these books are a 
remarkable education for those 
writers who, having had no 


success with or no confidence in 
Establishment publishing, are 
interested in the self-publishing 
mode. Self-publishing, in an era 
when the general public’s 
reading tastes encourage large 
publishing houses to forego 
much good and experimental 
writing in favor of the lucrative 
literary banality, has become an 
increasingly viable alternative. 
Between 1968 and 1973, 
COSMEP’s paid membership 
jumped from 110 magazines to 
540. One begins with the self- 
promotion, like one Harvard 
Square poet I remember who 
sold me a scribbled book of his 
verse for a quarter, but in the 
process begins to promote the 
cause of literature itself. Self- 
publishing, which most 
emphatically does not include 
avaricious vanity publishing 
houses, may not be financially 
profitable but it is the act which 
expresses the most devotion to 
the totality of the craft — it 
reconciles the writer to the 
production of his own work. In 
The Publish-It- Yourself 
Handbook, Leonard Woolf's 
essay on the Hogarth Press he 
began with Virginia is reprinted. 
In speaking of the T.S. Eliot 
poems he published, he wrote: 
Professional compositors, 


indeed all professional 
printers, do not attend to the 
sense of anything which they 
print ... But as an amateur 
printer and also the publisher 
of what I was printing, I 
found it impossible not to 
attend to the sense... 


Alan Swallow, in his 
autobiographical essay, also 
alludes to these intimate 
relations. 


...the method I have outlined 
makes me so familiar with 
the work that I am little 
affected by the review 
comments that my books of 
poetry receive. I feel it in my 
bones, as it were, that I am so 
much more inside these 
poems than the reviewer is 
likely to be. 

Included in The Publish-It- 
Yourself Handbook are an essay 
by a former vanity publishing 
house editor; a history of 1st 
Casualty Press which has 
published, among other books. 
Free Fire Zone; Daisy Aldan’s 
article on her own successful one- 
woman press; an essay on 
publishing from prison; Dick 
Higgin’s cautionary piece on self- 
publishing and his own 
Something Else Press in 
Vermont; and valuable others.

How purchase hi-fi system. 


This is probably the first major leisure purchase of your life — be thorough, be 
careful, and don't be ripped-off. Hi-fi components are like any other equipment 
that has to perform: it’s no damn good if it doesn't work reliably or if, when it 
breaks, it can't be fixed quickly at a reasonable cost, if not free under warranty. 
On page 8 is the Atlantis Sound Consumer Protection Plan, the strongest 
warranty in the industry. In fact, it is far stronger than the manufacturer's own 
warranty. This is because we accept the responsibility for the total system no 
matter how many manufacturers’ components are involved. Moreover, you 
have the Wizard's personal word that, no matter what, we will treat you just like 
we would like to be treated. 

Buying a system consists of figuring out where to buy, what to buy, what price 
to pay and when to buy. Let's take them in that order. 


Where to buy. 


Buy from an audio component specialist near where you live. When you buy 
from this type of stereo store, it’s not a hassle to get satisfaction, if you've gota 
problem. Remember, not all products work perfectly out of the box; in fact, some 
don't work at all. This holds true for even the best manufacturer's equipment. If 
you buy from a distant dealer or one that offers only the manufacturer's . 
warranty, the smallest problem becomes a nightmare. Even though mass 
merchandisers in the appliance business may be able to sell you hi-fi 
equipment and maybe even service it, they are not equipped to advise you on 
your purchase. The worst use of the money you had budgeted for hi-fi is to end 
up with a mismatched system. It can only sound as good as the least good 
component. 

Remember: before you select a hi-fi system, select what type of dealer you 
are going to buy from — an audio components specialist, a mass merchan- 
diser, an appliance chain, or someone selling out of his apartment. Only a 
component specialist can give you proper assistance, good brand selection, 
and super service after the sale. Only Atlantis Sound gives you all this, plus a 
super-low price! Compare our prices against the other specialists and you'll 
see we're in business to do business. We'll show you our recommended sound 
systems in various price ranges later in this supplement. Come into any one of 
our many stores and compare the sound we give you for your money versus 
any other dealer. The combination of being close to you anywhere on the east 
coast, our Consumer Protection Plan, and what you'll conclude when you 
compare us, makes us confident that you will want to do business with us. 


What to buy. 


A component system generally consists of a pair of speakers, a receiver 
(tuner-amplifier), and a record changer of manual turntable with a stereo 
cartridge. The component that makes the biggest difference in the sound is the 
loudspeaker. It is the speakers that make the system sound good, bad, 
mediocre, clean, honky, objectionable or maybe even just plain rotten. Pages 6 
and 7 are devoted to speaker evaluation. Page 6 explains how to'listen to 
loudspeakers. The following page rates makes and models of speakers from 
national manufacturers. Of course, the rest of the system is important for 
numerous reasons. 

As far as the electronics are concerned, their performance specifications 
can be quantitatively measured, and the actual test results for A-rated 
receivers are published on page 5 and 6. The specifications for other receivers 
are available in our stores. Fortunately, the small differences between all good- 
quality amplifiers will make very little difference, if any, in how the total system 
sounds. The important criteria for receiver selection is that it have adequate 
power to drive the speakers taking into account desired listening level, and the 
amplifier must put out this power at less than one per cent total distortion. Then, 


the important criteria for brand selection are reliability, warranty (both the 
manufacturer's and the dealer's), features, and even styling. 

The important criteria for turntables or changers are reliability, ease of 
operation, and gentleness to your records. 

Last but not least is the cartridge, a very important item, almost as important 
as the loudspeakers. Most of the name brands on the market use different 
design concepts to achieve roughly the same level of performance for the 
same selling price. However, their sound output levels vary widely as does the 
delicateness of their stylii and susceptability to damage. 


When to buy. 


Up until a couple of years ago systems costing less than $800 weren't 
perfect in regard to the musical parameters. There were compromises. | oday 
good systems are avajlable from $390 to $450. There are significant 
improvements in the better systems between $550 and $860. such as 
increased power handling capacity and spatial relations. Systems costing. say 
$1000 or more offer further improvements in spatial relations or efficiency and 
volume output. But a good system is a necessity of life today; better systems 
are a luxury. Below $350, the economy systems, some compromises are 
necessary. There is less degradation in this price range than ever before, but 
still some exists. Remember: the “how much" at Atlantis Sound is less than 
anywhere else. Shop and compare price and assure yourself that our prices 
are the lowest. 


What price to pay.

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The quality of sound from a 
loudspeaker is not as subjective a 
judgment as many people claim. Be 
very careful when auditioning 
speakers and make sure you follow 
the cardinal rules for speaker 
evaluation. 


Speakers must be 
compared 


° at the same volume level since it 
is a law of psyco-acoustics that if 
one speaker is playing louder (no 
matter how slightly) it will sound 
“better.” 

° only two at a time (A-B com- 
parison) since “hearing has no 
memory” and, consequently, com- 
parison of three or more speakers at 
one time is meaningless. 

° in a properly engineered sound 
room with adequate wiring to assure 
the speakers are receiving all the 
power the amplifier is delivering. 


° in a roughly the same physical 
location, at least on the same wall, 
otherwise the room acoustics alter 
the sound of the speaker being 
compared. 


Note: Only the very best in high 
fidelity dealers will have. properly 
engineered sound rooms. with 
speaker switching facilities that can 
automatically equalize the sound 
pressure level (volume) of the 
speakers being compared. Facilities 
of this type are extremely expensive 
and show the audio component 
specialists’ dedication to the com- 
ponent sound equipment business.

What to listen for. 


The novice listener will often listen 
for obvious defects (many of which 
are not the speakers’ fault), rather 
than the more subtle (but 
recognizable) attributes that dis- 
tinguish a really fine speaker from 
the many available. Below is a list of 
the five frequency or spectral 
characteristics to listen for, and how 
these characteristics relate to 
speaker quality and ultimate listen- 
ing satisfaction. 


1. Bass response. 

When you listen for bass, which is 
traditionally what people listen for 
first, make sure the record or tape 
really has deep bass on it, not just 
medium bass as found in most rock 
recordings. Use music like a pipe 
organ, a closed-miked bass guitar or 
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bass drums recorded in a large hall. 
Bass drums are particularly good 
since these notes are clean and 
distinct and easily discernable even 
to the novice. Listen on an Advent or 
Bose speaker with the right program 
material and hear what deep bass 
really is! 


2. High frequency 


dispersion. 

Most speakers will reproduce high 
frequencies, but many concentrate 
the high frequency output in a 
narrow path directly in front of the 
speaker. This is generally not an 
obvious defect when the uninformed 
novice is listening in stores, but 
leads to poor fidelity in a small room, 
and bad tonal balance when one 
cannot place the speakers in his 
listening room so that he is a in 
front of them when listening. The 
easiest way to evaluate this is to 
tune an FM receiver between the 
stations where you hear only hiss 
(white noise, a random mixture of 
high frequencies). Then walk by the 
front of the speaker and notice if the 
hiss becomes lower in pitch as you 
walk off-center. If the speaker is 
good in this regard, this effect should 
hardly be noticeable. Try this on an 
EPI, JBL or ESS and notice very 
little drop in pitch. High frequency 
dispersion is important because a 
stereo system that doesn’t have 
speakers with good dispersion will 
be difficult to balance, right to left: 
the sound will appear to come from 
whichever speaker is closest to the 
listener. But a speaker with good 
dispersion will give a good stereo 
image anywhere in the room. 


3. Transient response. 
This is the hardest criterion for the 


novice to evaluate. A speaker with 
good transient response _ will 
reproduce sharp sounds (like a 
clicking noise or percussive sounds) 
with an open life-like clarity. This is 
true because transient response 
means that ability of a speaker to 
follow the wave form of the music. 
Some (like a cymbal trumpet or 
tightly-hit drum) wave forms require 
the speaker to follow a very complex 
wave. What makes _ transient 
response so difficult to judge is that 
good transient response will expose 
defects in the rest of the sound 
system — and a novice listener may 
blame what he hears on the 
speakers. Dirty or defective records, 
mistracking of the cartridge stylus, 
or amplifier distortion will be com- 
pletely exposed by a speaker with 
good transient response. So when 
you audition speakers, make sure 
you use a Clean recording and listen 
through an amplifier with plenty of 
power and low distortion. Speakers, 
unless pushed to very high volumes, 
rarely distort in the high frequency 
region. If you hear distortion at 
moderate volumes, it is probably in 
the source, not in the speaker. 
Though the speaker with good tran- 
sient response may expose many 
defects, it will perform much better 
on a good clean recording than 
other speakers. The Bose and 
Pioneer Project Series have ex- 
cellent transient response. A 
speaker with poor transient 
response will make drums sound 
muddy. A solo trumpeter is often a 
good test. It should have con- 
siderable ‘razz’ on an accurate 
speaker, and will sound too smooth 
on a poor speaker. Remember, 
defects in the source should be 
eliminated (at the listener's option) 
with the amplifier's tone controls, not 
automatically all the time by a 
deficient speaker. 


How evaluate loudspeakers. 


4. Tonal balance. 

This is the relative output of bass 
versus midrange versus high fre- 
quency. It is also especially difficult 
for the novice listener to judge. 
Fortunately, most name brands have 
fairly good balance. Advent and EPI 
are the standards of the industry in 
this regard. A speaker that has a 
disproportionate amount of treble or 
bass response has poor tonal 
balance. 


5. Efficiency. 

This is the relative ability of a 
speaker to produce a certain sound 
pressure level (volume) with a cer- 
tain amount of power input; or, the 
relationship between the power in- 
put versus the volume output. An 
efficient speaker will play to a louder 
volume with the same power (wat- 
tage) than an inefficient speaker. 
This certainly a _ desirable 
characteristic, but generally deep 
bass is sacrificed in order to achieve 
an efficient speaker. JBL and 
Pioneer Projects are the best ex- 
ample of speakers that are efficient 
without any sacrifice of quality. The 
efficiency of a speaker is a very 
important consideration when 
selecting a receiver to power the 
speakers. 


A special word about spatial and 
temporal response: The ideal 
speaker would be a sphere with 
sound emmanating in all directions 
(360°). This is desirable because 
live music is not projected directly at 
the listener, but is dispersed to him in 
a combination of direct and reflected 
sound. This can best be simulated 
by a loudspeaker that projects the 
sound to the listener from more than 
one plane. Most loudspeakers on 
the market today over $200 have 

ood frequency characteristics, but 
or this kind of money, the consumer 
should get much more — a speaker 
that provides the realism of the 
Original rock concert, the symphony 
hall, or the tiny night club. Bose, EPI 
and ESS are the pioneers of spatial 
response as an important speaker 
criterion. Styling and efficiency are 
the only two reasons, other than 
spatial relations, to spend more than 
$200 on a loudspeaker.

For your auditory illumination, the Wizard has wisely evaluated 
all name-brand speakers, assigning a letter-grade rating to each 
speaker in each of the performance categories.

It would consist of an over-grown radio 
receiver probably with high distortion, low power, and it definitely 
will be poorly-built. It would have a pair of house-brand speakers, 
designed by alocal carpenter, and quite probably a BSR 260 A/X 
turntable because it’s the least expensive brand name turntable. 
(The local carpenter hasn't figured out how to make a cheap 
imitation for only $25 yet!) 

But don’t be fooled — it is not a quality hi-fi system for four 
reasons: it doesn’t sound like one; it doesn’t incorporate the 
beauty of a started hi-fi system, i.e. it can’t be used as the basis of 
a better system; it certainly doesn’t have name brand com- 
ponents; and it can’t be given our warranty.

The advantages. 

Better music reproduction. The improve- 
ment in sound systems caused by the transi- 
tion from monophonic to stereophonic was a 
tremendous advantage in the state of the art 
of high fidelity. Four-channel quadrophonics 
will be an even better, more accurate and 
exciting means of musical sound reproduc- 
tion than stereo has been. A good quad 
system will sound significantly better than a 
comparable stereo, especially on rock, 
symphony, classical or light popular music. 
The results are spectacular when everything 
is right, .e., the electronics, the speakers, the 
speaker placement, and especially the 
program source. Additionally, quad creates a 
new dimension in sound, one in which the 
music is composed, arranged and recorded 
to surround the listener. 


The disadvantages. 

High cost: A system that has good 
speakers and versatile electronics with ade- 
quate power to drive them is expensive. 
Currently, a high fidelity stereo receiver costs 
at least $180, and a good quad receiver with 
adequate power and built-in decoder costs 
$500, almost three times as much! 


Speaker placement: Proper placement of 
four speakers can be a problem in some 
listening rooms. Front speakers having good 
high frequency dispersion in conjunction with 
smaller rear-channel speakers usually solves 
this problem. Since this is the most desirable 
speaker set-up for quad anyway, speaker 
placement has been over-emphasized by 
anti-quad stereophiles. 


Program material: The modest availability 
of program material and the fact that the 
biggest promoters of quad, Columbia, RCA 
and WEA, have been their own worst 
enemies. The poor quality of quad (as well as 
stereo) records is serious especially with CD- 


4 where the record quality is crucial because 
of increased musical information in the record 
grooves. 


The two competing 
systems. 

The lack of one single system is not a 
disadvantage today as it was two years ago. 
The Wizard of Ear and other hi-fi experts firmly 
believe that SQ and CD-4 are both "hear" to 
stay! 


CD-4, developed and owned by JVC will 
be the winner. It is the most authentic in terms 
of musical reproduction. In fact, the hardware 
quality is already excellent today. The poor 
quality of commercially available records is 
the only remaining deficiency of discrete 
quadrophonic reproduction. 


SQ matrix system will remain for decades 
because it is inexpensive and can be used 
with all two-channel inputs (phono, FM and 
tape). Most important, however, it can be used 
to produce enhanced quad from the millions 
of stereo records currently in use. Therefore, 
the existence of two systems, one for true 
quad (CD-4) and the second (SQ) for enhan- 
cing stereo records, is a real advantage. 


The past. 

Unfortunately, some electronics manufac- 
turers jumped into the quad race before the 
first record was commercially available. Inex- 
pensive receivers were produced, with token 
watts per channel, and obsolete, built-in 
madequate decoders. Very expensive equip- 
ment that either didn't incorporate both CD-4 
and SQ, or wasn't strappable for use as a high 
powered stereo amplifier, was made (and are 
still being made by some). Some very expen- 
sive adapters were produced and sold that 
were overpriced by a factor of three. Various 
systems such as EV and Dynaco were 
promoted even though they were doomed to 
failure by their technical inferiority 


The present. 

The leaders of high fidelity, Harman Kar- 
don, JVC, Pioneer and Technics, have 
directed all the extensive capabilities at their 
command and are now producing equipment 
comparable in performance to the best stereo 
equipment. A quad high fidelity system is a 
reality today as a viable alternative to an 
expensive stereo system. 


The quad system: The quad hi-fi system. 
contains an “all-in-one” receiver, four high- 
quality speakers (not necessarily the same 
size), and a record player (preferably a 
turntable) capable of handling a quad car- 
tridge. The record player complete with four 
channel cartridge should be in the $150 and 
above price range. 


The all-in-one receiver: The “all-in-one 
box" as named by Len Dugow of Harman 
Kardon is a high quality receiver that: 


eif fully useable for stereo 

ehas adequate power in both stereo 
and quad modes (by strapping the 
amplifiers) 

contains both CD-4 and SQ decoders 

®is easy for the consumer to operate 


Currently, receivers of this type cost $500 
and up. Under $500 quad receivers are not 
all-in-one and will become obsolete ina short 
time. 


The future. 

Quality quad is currently expensive, but 
over the next five years the minimum cost of 
quad fidelity will halve because of advances 
in the state of the art of electronics and 
technological improvement in loudspeakers 
versus their cost. 

A word about stereo obsolence: not in the 
Wizard's lifetime. Don't buy a quad system 
just because you're afraid of being out-of- 
date. Today, unless you can afford to spend 
$900 or over on a complete quad system, go 
stereo for better sound for your money.

ESS, Inc. was licensed approximately one 
year ago by Dr. Heil to manufacture high 
fidelity loudspeakers under an exclusive 
arrangement. Their first product was the 
AMT-1, rapidly becoming famous as a signifi- 
cant advance in the state of the art of 
loudspeaker technology. Recently their line of 


products has been expanded to include two 
larger floor model loudspeakers, and one less 
expensive floor model. Each ESS 
loudspeaker represents an excellent value 
because of the impressive achievements of 
the Heil Air Motion Transformer. 


The AMT-1. 


This loudspeaker is ESS's standard. It uses 
a hybrid system, using the Air Motion 
Transformer, and a conventional ten inch ESS 
woofer in a ducted port enclosure.

The latest and least expensive ($240 each) 
ESS loudspeaker, the AMT-4, is a small and 
unobtrusive floor model ideally suited to 
medium-size listening rooms. It uses a slightly 
smaller AMT driver than the rest of the line, 
and consequently will not play as loud. Other 
than this, its performance is essentially similar 
to the AMT-1. 


The AMT-1 
Tower. 


This loudspeaker uses components iden- 
tical to the AMT-1, but has a transmission line 
labyrinth enclosure instead of a ducted port. 
R The principle of the transmission line 
enclosure is to make the resonant frequency 
of the system essentially the same as that of 
the woofer. This provides deeper bass than 
possible from less exotic enclosure designs. 
Additionally, the rear wave of sound from the 
woofer is projected out the front of the cabinet 
in phase with the front wave to reinforce the 
low frequency output. These loudspeakers 
sell for $375 each, and in the Wizard's opinion, 
are well worth the additional $60 over the 
AMT-1.

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The Garage: Old-Fashioned Plus 


By Beverly Gudanowski 
The Garage in Harvard 
Square, a unique, recently 
renovated building, links the 
present and the past within its 
old brick walls. It brings today’s 
music under the same roof with 
an old fashioned marketplace. 

First opened in July, 1973, the 
Garage contains the 
Performance Center, the 
Spaghetti Emporium restaurant 
and a curious variety of shops 
that offer everything from 
Appalachian sunbonnets to 
Polish Gobelin tapestries to 
hand-made furniture. 

The entranceway to the 
bazaar level on the second floor 
is a long rampway that leads 
customers into the heart of the 
complex. Colorful shop stalls 
line the walls and open onto an 
inner courtyard walkway. On 
the third floor is the 
Performance Center and on the 
lower levels are larger stores and 
the restaurant. When completed 
this summer, the Garage is 
expected to add a baker, a florist 


Peter, an architect, worked to 
preserve the brick building. 
Instead of a new glass and 
concrete office building, Peter 
Wasserman envisioned a total 
restaurant, shopping and 
entertainment complex. 

“I saw the building as a place 


for people on many levels,” he | 


said. “Historically, the site 
always reflected the social and 
economic life in Cambridge, all 
the way back to 1671 with the 
Blue Anchor Tavern.” 

Wasserman wanted to create 
“‘an interior street, a place where 
people could browse,” and use 
the car ramp to bring people up 
to the second floor shops. A third 
floor night club, additional 
shops on the mezzanine and a 
basement restaurant completed 
his idea. 

“‘We added the third floor and 
opened the arches in July of 
1972,” he explained. New brick 
was closely matched to the 
existing brick and the top of the 
building was finished “in the

that would make the building 
dynamic. The bazaar level with 
its many small shops gives the 
center ‘‘a greater sense of 
vitality and personalized 
service,’’ Wasserman said. 

He wanted to incorporate 
three ideas in the bazaar: one, to 
allow existing shops to move 
into Harvard Square, an area 
they normally couldn’t afford; 
two, to give people who had 
never been in business an 
opportunity to carry out a 
dream; and three, to give chain 
stores like Puppy Palace and 
Nordiska, a Scandinavian 
cookware shop, a branch in 
Harvard Square. 

“This exposes the community 
to new opportunities without 
great financial risk for 
business,”” Wasserman said. 

He stressed the importance of 
mixture and variety in the 
bazaar. “Some have experience 
and others have minimal 
experience but a great 
enthusiasm,”’ he said. “The

Erected in 1860, the building 
was originally a horse-drawn 
trolley barn that housed the 
animals and equipment of the 
Cambridge Horse Railroad. In 
1917 the roof was removed, a 
second floor added and the 
arches on Dunster Street that 
had been horse stalls were 
blocked in. At the same time an 
additional building was 
constructed on the corner of 
Boylston and Mt. Auburn 
Streets and the entire L-shaped 
complex served as an 
automobile parking garage. 

In 1970 the Garage, which was 
then part of the Bertha Cohen

structure, the renovation was 
complicated and difficult, 
Wasserman said. “We didn’t 
think the concrete was strong 
enough so it had to be 
reinforced,” he explained. “The 
old building might have been 
dangerous because some of the 
steel had been corroded by salt 
from the cars. The columns had 
to be reinforced also.” 

“Unlike the visually sterile 
suburban shopping mall, which 
could be called canned 
shopping, I wanted the Garage 
to reflect the needs and trends of 
Harvard Square,” he said. He

The unique relationship 
between the vendor and the 
consumer is disappearing, 
Wasserman said, but hopefully 
this type of shopping bazaar will 
preserve it.

as a Grape, a wine making 
supply store. 

. “T looked at it when it was just 
dust,” he said. “And I decided 
from the plans two years ago to 
move in.” 

“The object of the building 
was to get in small people who 
had expertise in different fields, 
not like a department store,” 
Katzen said. “And to sell at a 
more reasonable price.” It is his 
first business venture. 

Katzen doesn’t think that the 
Garage has changed the Square, 
except for increased shopping. 
“People are glad that the old 
building was saved,” he added. 

The Appalachia Shop, co- 
owned by Mary Baughman, sells 
Appalachian handicrafts such as 
dried apple dolls, patchwork 
quilts, sunbonnets and bright 
woven rag rugs. The shop also 
offers unusual folk toys 
including an “idiot stick,” a 

“genuine bull-roarer,” a “gee 
haw whimmy diddle, ” and a 
“moon winder.” 
“T liked the idea of a lot of 


shops under one roof like a 


bazaar,’”’ Baughman, who is 
from Kentucky, said. ‘‘Most 
people like 


Her first time in business, she 
has been in the Garage since last 
July. “We order our products 


through catalogues or people 


write to us,”’ she said, “and we 
visit Appalachia a few times a 
year.” 

Wool rugs and wall hangings 
are available at the Rug Den, 
which opened February 1 and is 
co-owned by Nancy Weinberg. 
“We import from all over the 
world, Lebanon, Iraq and 
China,”’ she said. “‘And we have 
a lot of hand-made wool, mostly 
from India.” They also offer 
macrame done by local artists. 

“The Garage is a good 
extension of the Square,” she 
said. “It became part of the 
Square immediately.’’ She 
believes it has the mood of 
Brattle Square. The Garage has 
‘‘incredible potential’’ 
depending on what they do with 
advertising, she added. 


The Journeyman shop, which 
moved to the Garage last 
August, offers hand-built and 
wheel-thrown pottery, regional 
stoneware made by New 
England and New York state 
craftspeqple, hanging planters, 
blown glass and bead and 
macrame supplies. 

The Garage “fits in, more 
than it has changed anything,” 
said co-owner Frank Cullen. 
“Tt’s not radical but comfortable 
for the customer. People call it 
an ‘absolute little delight’.”’ 
Even the “good old Cambridge 
residents” like it, he said. 

The Cosas-Y-Plata shop, 
owned by Ruben Galaviz, sells 
hand-woven wall hangings from 
Ecuador, unbleached hand- 
embroidered muslin shirts, 
sweaters from Peru, silver from 
Mexico and Ameriean Indian 
pottery and jewelry. 

Other shops include 
Tumbleweeds, which offers 
pillows, greeting cards and 
quilts made by Judy Wilson; 
Fogel’s Antiques; the Hakikat 


‘shop with products from India, 


Afghanistan, Morocco and 
Turkey; Shalom Imports with 
Persian and Israeli clothes, 
jewelry, arts and crafts, and 
brass candlesticks and vases; 
the Sole Hut II shoe shop; the 
Needle Point shop; and the 
Knot Shop with wooden 
products and furniture made in 
Amherst, New Hampshire. 


The Tree of Life shop offers 
Shaker furniture including 
hanging shelves, tables, cradles, 
and chests made of cherry, oak 
and walnut. “We do custom 
building and we’ll reproduce any 
Shaker design,” a clerk said. 
The items are made by two loca! 
craftsmen, known as the 
Dogwood Company. 

The Rynek shop (marketplace 
in Polish) sells Gobelin 
tapestries, hand-carded, hand- 
spun and moth-proofed wool 
rugs, Polish folk toys, ceramics 
and wood carvings. 


All the merchandise is “high 
quality,” said Frank Budryk, 


owner. “I not only sell the 
products but I’m interested in 
Polish history. People get a 
lecture when they come in 
here.” 


Also included in the Garage 
complex is the Adam and Eve 
shop, Tech Hifi, Underground 
Camera and Cave Atlantique, a 
wine shop. 


The Bugatti shop sells 
exclusive Colombian hand bags, 
travelling bags and wall 
hangings, all made of soft 
Colombian leather and 
decorated with international 
hand-crafted designs. 


Denny, the manager, thinks 
that Peter Wasserman started 
out with a good idea, to make 
the Garage a symbol of Harvard 
Square, but he thinks the 
Garage is stagnant now. “Prices 
aren’t high here. People are 
trying to be very honest and do 
things in a comfortable way for 
the customers,” Denny said. 
The Garage ‘thas a lot of

Occasionally on a weekend 


night, if the mood in the city is 
just so, on the Red Line going 
out to Harvard Square you can 
catch pipers and fiddlers playing 
music on the trains. They’ll 
huddle together in the open 
areas between the doors, 
tinkering away, and like as not, 
the more looped of the transit 
public will be dancing up and 
down the aisles. Once past 
Central Square, however, the 
music may continue, but the 
riders settle down and stop 
dancing. It’s “Harvard Square 
next stop.”” An aura sets in. 
Harvard Square, in more ways 
than one, is the end of the line. 
As vague and undefinable as 
it might be, the ‘“‘end of the line” 
is responsible for a whole style, a 
psychology of riding that train 
into Harvard. Whatever it is, it 
is what makes the dancers sit 
down. It is getting tossed out of 
the car, running up the stairs 
and bursting into the open. You 
stand for a minute in the crowd, 
survey the traffic whizzing 
around the island, re-orient 
yourself, and then bound off in 
any number of directions. Even 
if you do not come above 
ground, but just move through 
the tunnels into one of the buses, 


there has been a break in your | 


trip. Harvard Square is right 


there above your head and it’s 
easy enough to extend your 
break into a stroll through some 
shops. Everyone stops at 
Harvard Square. 


Eventually, however, the 
MBTA is going to push the 
tunnels out towards Arlington 
and when that day arrives so will 
pass some of the style of 
Harvard Square. Not that 
anything drastic will fall but it is 
interesting to muse over the 
shifts that may take place when 
riders zip through uninterrupted 
below the life of the Square. 


For one thing, the Out-of- 
Town News kiosk may be 
scrapped. Right now the place 
holds the status of a quasi- 
landmark; it even holds the 
dubious honor of being the exact 
geographical center of the 
residential population within a 
ten minute walk. Some of the 
options up for grabs before the 
MBTA, the Cambridge 
Department of Planning and 
Development, and a host of 
other agencies, call for moving 
the Harvard Station entrance 
away from the kiosk to a 
location more suitable for 
pedestrians. This would mean 
somewhere close at hand on 
either the near or far side of

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the block in Brattle Square. The 
idea is to get the pedestrians off 
the streets. No plans exist for 
doing away with the 
automobiles. As Bob Bowyer of 
CDPD says, “Boylston Street 
has been feeding traffic into that 
square since it was a wharf in 
the 1600s; everytime we think 
up ways of changing or diverting 
that pattern we end up going 
through half the front yards in 
Cambridge.”’ It’s apparently 
easier to move the people on 
foot. So the idea most favored is 
to leave the automobiles 
running through Harvard 
Square and to have the people 
surface at Brattle Sq., where 
cutting off auto traffic is much 
less of a problem. From here the 
planners’ sentiments run to 
doing away with Harvard 
Square pedestrian problems 
altogether by turning Sheldon 
Cohen and his kiosk into a 
bubbling fountain. 

I expressed to Bob Bowyer 
that the MBTA would also be 
doing away with much of the 
flair of the location; namely, 
fighting all that traffic to get to 
the island. It’s a whole style, a 
game that anyone that has been 
there plays. The whole crowd 
dangles on the curb until just 
that right moment, then, boom 
— makes no difference if the 
light is red or green. The style is 
homegrown in that traffic 
island. American cities 
cronically latk “squares,”’ actual 


crossroads, meéting spots which 
bustle with moving crowds. 
Harvard Squere, for all of its 
faults and pomposity, is exactly 
what it is: a square. It’s not a 
water fountain. 


Bowyer reassured me that _

nothing has yet been finalized 
and it will stiJl be some time 
before the water flows. What 
exactly to do with Harvard 
Square is the present stumbling 
block for the project. Many of 
the issues involved in aligning 
the track from the far side of the 
square on out to Arlington have 
been solved. Included are stops 
at Porter Square, Davis Square 
and Alewife Brook Parkway 
(near the routes 2 and 16 traffic 
circle); the huge geographical 
triangle which results is 


than thirty-five feet to the 
surface, most of the people along 
the train line will never know 
they have anything to complain 
about. Harvard Square, 
however, is in a different 
situation. It is the point where 
the present tube, which runs 
only a few feet below the 
sidewalks, must switch to the 
deeper level. Complete 
underground work is not feasible 
until the thirty-five foot mark is 
reached. Harvard Square must 
inevitably be torn up. And 


Sheldon Cohen may have no 
choice. 


The Advisory Board of the 
MBTA is currently: doing an 
environmental impact study on 
Harvard Square. Apparently, 
according to Don Kidston of the 
MBTA Planning and 
Construction Department, the 
chaos surrounding recon- 
struction of Harvard Station is 
precisely where the whole 
project falls short of the 
approval of the Environmental 
Protection Agency. The MBTA 
is not going it alone, however. 
They signed in 1970 a 
“cooperation contract” with the 
city of Cambridge which 
stipulates that in regard to the 
issues involved neither party can 
act without the other’s consent. 
Cambridge has its Harvard 
Square Task Force keeping an 
eye on things. Once the situation 

_is ironed out and EPA approval 
is granted — and hopes are 
presently moderate — then the 
work is set for appropriating the 
needed state and federal 
monies. The costs are 
estimated at 300 million dollars 
for the extension to Arlington: 
Twenty percent must come 
through bond issues in the 
Massachusetts legislature; then 
the federal agencies will loose 
the other eighty percent. All in 
all no one is as yet calling dates. 


Neither is anyone holding 
their breath. Cohen was 


unavailable, but his cohorts at 
the newsstand seemed to think 
that nothing is ever going to 
happen. As one of them said, 
“They’ve been talking about it 
for years.”’ He was echoed by one 
of the MTA drivers hanging 
around outside. Another driver 
added, “To hell with the people 
from Arlington anyway; during 
rush hour they have a bus every 
two minutes, we don’t get but 
one every twenty minutes in 
Charlestown. Improve the 
system in downtown Boston.” 
Shop owners were equally as 
mildly concerned, it would be 
tough to completely ruin 
Harvard Square shopping 
patterns. If the construction 
mess can be kept to a minimum 
then it seems most everyone will 
be satisfied. Indeed, the most 
vocal of groups has been a 
meager collection of 
homeowners in the Radcliff area 
who claim their houses will 
settle and their foundations 
crack if the tube is bored 
beneath them. 


Harvard Square will sit 
comfortably. Proposals to 
extend the trains to Arlington 
have been on the books since 
1912; though success appears 
imminent, the general attitude 
seems to be “Heh, heh, what do 
you know.” The place may get 
torn up for a while and the style 
may waver, but Harvard Square 
will be tough to really change.
